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Ordinance may be needed for enforcement 
Village posts 20-mph speed 
limits in residential areas

The Village of Wheeling has begun 


posting 20-m.p.h. speed limits in residen- 
tial areas of the community, although 
these signs may currently be unenfor- 
ceable. 


George Richter, of the Illinois Depart- 


ment of Transportation, said the village 
board must pass an ordinance author- 
izing the speed limit reductions. Such an 
ordinance has not been passed, although 
reduced speed limits already have been 
posted on Cedar Run Drive and on 
Strong Street between Wolf Road and 
Twelfth Street. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the 


matter was investigated by Police Chief 
Peter Guttilla, who advised him no ordi- 
nance was needed to enforce the 20- 
m.p.h. limits. The manager said he will 
look into the matter further. He noted, 
however, that even if the limits are not 
enforceable, they will slow drivers down 
in those two areas. 


ALTHOUGH residents have been re- 


questing the reduced speed limits for 
many years, the village has previously 
maintained that It is illegal to lower 
speed limits below the 30 m.p.h. specified 
by the state for residential streets. 


As recently as this past winter, village 


trustees were telling the public that they 


had no authority to lower posted speeds 
below the state's 30-m.p.h. limit. They 
said the village had 20-m.p.h. limits for 
many years, but these were changed 
when court cases were dismissed be- 
cause the limit was not enforceable. 


Now the village has started conducting 


the traffic surveys that will allow the re- 
duction of speeds to 20 or 25-m.p.h. in 
residential areas. Once again, the limits 
are unenforceable until the village board 
authorizes the reduction by passing the 
necessary ordinance. 


VILLAGE MGR. George Passolt said 


the village's old position that speed re- 
ductions were Impossible was a matter 
of practicality rather than legality. He 
said the village now has the equipment 
and the manpower to conduct its own 
surveys rather than relying on the state. 
He said this significantly reduces the 
amount of time necessary to complete 
the needed surveys in all village residen- 
tial areas. 


"The surveys might have taken 10 


years if the state was to do it," Passolt 
said. 


To back up the reduction to 20 m.p h., 


the village must show that 85 per cent of 
all drivers travel at or below that speed 
while traveling along a specific segment 
of roadway, according to George Richter 


Valenza sentencing slated 
today; could get 20 years 


Former Wheeling trustee Michael Va 


lenaa Is scheduled to be sentenced 
today in U.S. District Court for con- 
spiracy to commit extortion. 


Sentencing in the case originally was 


scheduled for last week but was contin- 
ued so that the court would have more 
information on the resolution of charges 
against Valenza's codefendant, Building 
Director William Bieber. 


At that time, Assistant U.S. Atty. Ste- 


ven Kadison told U.S. District Court 
Judge Bernard Decker that he does not 
expect the Bieber case to come to trial. 
Kadison said he had been in contact with 
Bieber's attorney on the matter. 


DESPITE THE continuance, there has 


been no change in the status of the Bie- 
ber case. Negotiations are continuing be- 
tween Bieber's attorney and the U.S. At- 
torney's Office. 


Valenza pleaded guilty Feb. 28 to con- 


spiring with Bieber to extort at least 
$1,700 of furniture from Wickes Inc. In 
exchange for the guilty plea, the U.S. At- 
torney's Office agreed to drop a second 
charge of extortion against Valenza. 


Bieber, currently in the hospital, faces 


extortion, conspiracy to commit extortion 
and perjury charges in the Wickes case. 
He is charged with similar offenses in 
three other cases now pending trial. 


Valenza and Bieber were among six 


former and present Wheeling and Cook 
County officials indicted Jan 31 following 
a federal grand Jury probe into shake- 
downs of Wheeling developers. 


THE FORMER trustee faces a max- 


imum of 20 years imprisonment and a 
$10,000 fine. The U.S. Attorney's Office 
said it will make known the extent of 
Valenza's cooperation with the govern- 
ment at the time of sentencing. 


Jason Bellows, Valenza's attorney, said 


he will argue for a light sentence be- 
cause of his client's cooperation with the 
government. While Bellows would not 
elaborate on the nature of Valenza's co- 
operation, he said his client agreed to do 
"whatever 
the government desires" 


when he pleaded guilty. 


Today's sentencing is scheduled for 10 


a.m. at the Federal Building in Chicago.

for lowered limits in their neighborhoods. 
The village board has already been 
asked to reduce limits in Dunhurst and 
Highland Glen, with residents of those 
areas noting the number of children living 
there.

Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said no 


one area of the village will be favored 
over others. He said such reductions in 
speed limits will be affected as the sur- 
veys are completed. 


THE PUBLIC works department al- 


ready has a supply of 20-m.p.h. signs 
ready to be posted as soon as the surveys 
are completed. 


Police Lt. Ronald Nelson said the vil- 


lage used to have 20-m.p.h. limits in the 
residential areas about eight years ago. 


"The problem was that somewhere 


along the line, one of the trustees looked 
into the state requirements," Nelson 
said. "He found that the minimum post- 
ed speed limit shall not be less than 30 
m.p.h. We had no trouble enforcing the 
limit until the article came out in the 
paper informing citizens that the signs 
did not conform to the law. Then, of 
course, we did have trouble in court." 


NELSON SAID the reduced speed lim- 


its win be most helpful in reducing the 
number of pedestrian traffic accidents in 
the residential areas. 


"We're looking forward to it very 


much because as you know very well, 
when you have a posted limit of 30, 
people will hedge a little bit and maybe 
go 40," he said. "By dropping it to 20, 
hopefully the majority will go 20, but 
many will probably go 30." 


Nelson said that the reduction in speed 


limit will probably be most important in 
the summer months when children are 
on the streets playing. "We are always 
concerned about that at this time of the 
year," he said.

Patriotism 


20th-century realities have made it tough 


to pass on the simple virtues to students..»

Teacher Bob Lyons remembers throwing a student out of 


an assembly four years ago because he wouldn't stand up for 
the National Anthem. 


Today a group of 10 to 15 Conant High School students 


always sit through the anthem and no one pays much atten- 
tion. 


Most adults can recall a classroom with an American flag 


and a portrait of the President hanging on the wall. They can 
remember being told the virtues of democracy and the mean- 
ing of patriotism. 


It isn't that way any more. 
LYONS, WHO now teaches history to sophomores at Hoff- 


man Estates High School, says the indoctrination method of 
teaching history and civics hasn't been used for years and 
that's lucky, now that Watergate and other stories of political 
corruption have almost taken over discussions of current 
events. 


Through the indoctrination method teachers tried to instill 


patriotism in students by telling them that American govern- 


ment is good, that government leaders are always honest and 
that "America is always right," says Lyons 


The grade school and high school history teacher today has 


to be realistic. He has to cope with the questions from stu- 
dents who are turned off by government and he tries to get 
them interested again and involved in the electoral process. It 
isn't an easy task and some comments from students may tell 
why. 


"All my life people have been telling me how good the 


government is," says Guy Lewis, junior at Conant High 
School. He remembers being told the story of G e o r g e 
Washington and the cherry tree and the story of 
Abraham Lincoln who walked miles to return a few pennies. 
But today Guy says, "I don't look up to the heads of govern- 
ment any more." 


GUY'S CLASSMATE, Joe Buchheim, feels the same and 


doesn't want anything to do with politics "I could think of a 
lot better things to do with my life. I'll just be one of the 
sheep and take it as it comes " 


Junior Tom Edstrom says, "you can't go very far in poli-

The fireman, Craig Rennack has been relieved of duty for 
growing and wearing a mustache. Mustaches are in violation 
of a department order, handed down some three years ago by 
Fire Chief Allen Hulett. Spokesman for the fireman's group 
said they will fight the issue which they describe as a matter 
of the fireman's civil rights. 


Set deadline on housing appeal 


Attorneys for the Metropolitan Housing Development Corp. 


say they will meet a June 10 deadline to file written argu- 
ments in the MHDC's appeal of its low-and moderate-income 
housing suit against Arlington Heights. The non-profit com- 
pany had charged the village with racial discrimination in a 
1972 zoning case involving land near St. Viator High School, 
but a federal judge ruled in favor of the village, refusing to 
overturn the village decision against a 190-unit development 
there.

A Cook County Coroner's Jury has recommended that Den- 


nis M. O'Donoghue be charged with involuntary manslaughter 
in connection with a three-car crash May 10 that killed Peter 
Lall, 36, of Palatine. Police reports of the accident charged 
O'Donoghue, 17, of 207 E. Palatine Rd., Palatine, was driving 
a car in the local lanes of Palatine Road in Arlington Heights 
when the vehicle jumped two median strips, crossing several 
lanes and striking the Lall car. He was charged with driving 
too fast for conditions, improper lane usage and driving with a 
suspended license. 


Concrete, tolhvay strikes go on 


Two separate strikes against ready-mix concrete companies 


and the Illinois Toll Highway Authority continued today as 
one dispute resulted in a stalemate while the other was dis- 
tinguished by a lack of talks between union and management. 


Striking cement truck drivers entered the eighth day of

Warehousemen and Helpers Union. 


There were no new efforts to bring together Illinois Toll 


Highway Authority officials and members of Local 73 of the 
General Services International Union as a strike by toll col- 
lectors enters its fifth day. 


Both sides said it is the other which is keeping contract 


talks from starting. Tollway officials contend they will not 
negotiate as long as the union is on strike. The union claims a 
new contract can be settled upon in rapid fashion if the toll- 
way negotiators would sit down with them. An effort by a 
federal mediator to get the two sides to come to terms failed 
last Friday, the last time management and union met. The 
main issue of disagreement is salary.

Nixon maps 
'speak-out' 
on inflation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon conferred with his top economic 
advisers Thursday in preparation for 
"speaking out," probably this weekend, 
on new plans for fighting inflation. 


A White House spokesman said Nixon 


wanted to discuss "the entire economic 
pipture" and talk over steps he will an- 
nounce in his forthcoming speech, possi- 
bly on radio. 


Nixon met in his Oval Office with 


Treasury Secretary William E. Simon, 
Budget Director Roy L. Ash, Chairman 
Herbert Stein of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, Federal Reserve Chairman Ar- 
thur F. Burns and Director John T. Dun- 
lop of the Cost of Living Council. 


The government reported Tuesday that 


the cost of living had climbed 0.6 per 
cent in April — the smallest monthly rise 
since September, attributed mainly to a 
rare decline in some food prices. In- 
flation also has been compounded by a 
decline in total production and unemploy- 
ment at about 5 per cent. 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 


Warren and other officiate said Nixon 
was not about to make a major overhaul 
of his overall economic policy and he 
still opposed even temporary resumption 
of the broad wage and price controls that 
expired at the end of April.

Court: Senate unit can't have tapes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A federal ap- 


peals court Thursday unanimously ruled 
the Senate Watergate Committee is not 
entitled to obtain five of President Nix- 
on's secret tapes — transcripts of which 
already have been made public. 


The U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals for 


the District of Columbia said the com- 
mittee had not demonstrated any vital 
need to secure the tapes for its in- 
vestigation. 


The ruling upheld a lower court, which 


had refused to enforce the committee's 
subpoena for the tape recordings. 


The court rejected the committee's ar- 


guments that the tapes themselves are 
needed to resolve ambiguities in the 
transcripts and to try to determine 
whether portions have been deleted that 
should not have been. 


The court's opinion, written by Chief

Fate of the Equal Rights Amendment 


(ERA), to the U.S. Constitution remained 
muddled yesterday following adverse nil- 
ings in the state Senate and the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court. 


Although a majority of the Senate 


voted Tuesday to ratify the amendment 
which would guarantee equal treatment 
to women under law, the ERA fell short 
of the three-fifths majority which the 
state constitution says is required for 
ratification. 


On the same day, a panel of three fed- 


eral judges refused to rule on a petition 
asking that the 3/5s requirement be 
ruled in violation of the U.S. Constitution, 
which is silent on what kind of majority 
is proper for ratification of a con- 
stitutional amendment. 


The court stated that the issue was 


"not ripe" for its intervention because 
both houses of the Illinois legislature had 
not acted on the proposed amendment. 
The House had previously voted for ratifi- 
cation, but House Speaker W. Robert 
Blair declared the amendment defeated 


because it fell short of the three-fifths 
requirement. 


Backers of ERA, including Rep. Eu- 


genia S. Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, 
said yesterday that they will return to 
court and ask the judges to reconsider 
the issue. 


They will present a transcript of the 


Senate debate, in which Senate Pres. 
William C. Harris, R-Pontiac, declared 
t h e amendment 
defeated 
on con- 


stitutional grounds, despite a Senate rule 
which specified that a majortity of 30 
votes is sufficient for ratification. The 
amendment received 32 votes before Sen- 
ate sponsor Sen. Esther Saperstein, 
D-Chicago, asked that it be withdrawn. 
Under the three-fifths rule, 36 votes are 
necessary for ratification. 


Backers of the ERA are banking on a 


1972 opinion of Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
J. Scott that the three-fifths require- 
ments for ratification is illegal because it 
goes beyond the provisions of the U.S. 
Constitution, which states only that con- 
stitutional amendments must be ap- 
proved by three-fourths of the states. 


House Judiciary Committee already has 
copies of the same tapes the Senate Wa- 
tergate Committee is seeking and thus 
the Senate panel's need to examine them 
now is "merely cumulative." 


The Senate committee is scheduled to 


issue a final report on June 30, but will 
remain in existence until the tapes case 
is finally settled. Chairman Sam J. Er- 
vin, D-N.C., has indicated he would ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court if necessary. 


Meanwhile, lawyers for the House Ju- 


dicary Committee's inquiry said Thurs- 
day the transcripts Nixon provided them 
were "inadequate," "unsatisfactory" 
and contained too many misstatements, 
omissions and errors. 


Committee chief counsel John M. Dear 


and his GOP counterpart as counsel to 
the committee, Albert E. Jenner, along 


with Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., 
D-N.J., said the committee uncovered a 
number of differences between the 1,300- 
page White House-edited transcripts of 
presidential conversations and some of 
the actual tapes. The committee ended 
its seventh day of closed impeachment 
hearings before Dear issued his accusa- 
tion at a news conference. 


James D. St. Clair, Nixon's chief Wa- 


tergate lawyer, took strong issue with 
Dear's statement and called it "grat- 
uitous in the extreme since he has no 
basis for making such a statement." 


At the White House, Press Secretary 


Ronald L. Ziegler critizied the committee 
for leaking information presented in its 
closed sessions to the press, and renewed 
his demand for the impeachment inquiry 
to be opened to the public. 


Crewmen die as plane

Local Chambers seek new roles

The role of local chambers of com- 


merce, and the effect their role may play 
in the future of the suburbs, is apparent- 
ly heading for change. 


Chambers of commerce have traditio- 


nally confined their scope of influence to 
helping out in local civic causes, aiding 
the local businessman and generally 
standing as a symbol of the business 
heart of a community. 


Now, however, that function may be 


sidelined as much by force as by choice. 
The suburban businessman says he, like 
the suburban homeowner, taxpayer and 
politician, is not having his voice heard 
in the decision-making processes that are 
shaping the area's future — and he may 
be about to do something about that. 


EARLIER THIS MONTH, represents 


tlves from area chambers voted to form 
an association to unite their groups to 
work toward common goals for business 
and Industry in the area. Harry O'Brien, 
president of the group and the principal 
force behind the association's formation, 
has said the organization may be in- 
strumental in helping businessmen ac- 
quire some benefits for themselves as 
well as the communities they serve. 


"We can do so much more united," 


O'Brien, who is director of the Rolling 
Meadows Chamber of Commerce, has 
said of the group. 


And there is, it seems, a great deal to 


be done, 


According to a political researcher 


1 
with the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, suburban business, along 
with every other aspect of suburban life, 
is coming up short as far as the shaping 
of its own destiny is concerned. 


LAWRENCE K. BRAINARD, a politi- 


cal and legislative affairs researcher for 
the U.S. Chamber, on two separate occa- 
sions has urged suburban businessmen to 
begin taking the steps necessary to form 
the leadership and goals needed to guide 
the suburbs into a political force. 


"We don't know what we want," Brai- 


nard told members of the Rolling Mead- 
ows Chamber Industrial division Thurs- 
day. If the suburbs had followed the pat- 
tern of the rural-and urban-dominated 
societies of the 1950s and 1960s, they 
would not be trapped now in the middle 
of a number of confusing political cir- 
cumstances, according to Brainard.

A LACK OF A confident, authoritative 


suburban voice in the formation of the 
RTA package has left the proposal a 
compromise child of the Chicago Demo- 
crats and downstate Illinois Republicans, 
he said. "RTA didn't represent the sub- 
urbs because the suburbs don't know 
what their transportation problems are," 
Brainard told the group. 


Another example is the system of state 


aid to school districts. Some years ago, 
legislators, in an attempt to cut down on 
the number of school districts in the 
state, devised a grant system which 
would benefit communities with a unified 
school district rather than dual districts 
which separately oversee elementary 
and high schools. 


In the suburbs, however, the unit sys- 


tem is not as easy to implement as it 
would be for smaller rural areas, and 
because of that the suburban dual dis- 
tricts are receiving about 38 per cent less 
state aid than the unit districts of down- 
state and Chicago, Brainard said. 


WHAT IS NEEDED, Brainard said, is 


a "suburban strategy," a focus which the 
suburbs can take to begin speaking for 
themselves and shaping decisions to in- 
clude their interests. "Can industry and 
business have some input into devel- 
opment of a suburban strategy?" Brai- 
nard posed the question to the group 
Thursday, tout its answer may take time 
to surface. 


For the business community through 


chambers of commerce to become a di- 
recting force will mean changing old role 
concepts. According to their very by- 
laws, for example, the Rolling Meadows 
chamber was to be a "non-political" 
body. Now an effort as underway to 
change the by-laws to describe the or- 
ganization as a "non-partisan political" 
body.

PRODUCTIVITY COMMISSION: A bill to spend $2.5 million 
in fiscal 1975 for the Presidential Commission on Productivity 
and Work Quality, and thus keep it alive, passed 238-139. 


The purpose of the commission is to increase productivity 


In the American economy by cutting down on waste or by 
promoting automation. In the past, the commission has, for 
instance, demonstrated better ways for loading perishable 
vegetables and fruits into refrigerated train cars. 


Supporters argued that increasing productivity helps Amer- 


ica compete with foreign manufacturers and is a key to halt- 
ing inflation. 


Opponents argues that the commission duplicates the work 


of existing agencies.

EGG PRODUCTION: An amendment to force egg produc- 


ers to pay the total cost of a proposed federal program to 
help them sell eggs, passed 238-151. 


The amendment was attached to a bill to let the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture advise egg producers on improved pro- 
duction methods and better advertising techniques. 


As a result of the amendment, the program will be financed 


only by a voluntary 5 cents per case (30 dozen eggs) tax on 
large producers. 


The amendment changed language that would have per- 


mitted the Department of Agriculture to pay up to $100,000 
annually in administrative costs. 


Supporters argued that a government subsidy is not needed 


because the per-case tax is expected to yield $7.5 million 
annually for the program. 


Opponents argued that declining sales — since 1954 per 


capita consumption has dropped about 20 per cent — require 
the federal government to help egg producers as much as 
possible. Other opponents said egg producers should get sub- 
sidies similar to those given cotton and grain growers.

Trustee Valentine Janicki urged may- 


ors attending the Cook County Council of 
Governments meeting Wednesday to fol- 
low the example set by Skokle and Elk 
Grove Village in writing to the league 
and to the MSD, disclaiming any in- 
volvement in the lawsuit. 


The league has intervened as a friend 


of the court in the suit, taking a position 
that Des Plaines' home rule powers give 
the city the right to ban construction of 
the plant on an MSD-owned site near 
residential areas on the city's west side. 


The league's participation in the suit, 


taken after a unanimous vote of the or- 


ganization's executive committee, is 
aimed at supporting broad interpretation 
of municipal home rule powers under the 
new state constitution. 


NONE OF THE MAYORS at the COG 


meeting were aware of the league's in- 
tervention despite the fact that their 
communities are league members. Ja- 
nicki criticized the league for taking its 
position without consulting the 122 mem- 
ber communities in Cook County. 


Janicki's request that communities 


send the letters opposing the municipal 
league's stand came one week before 
oral arguments in the lawsuit are sched- 
uled before the Illinois Supreme Court in 
Springfield. 


Vincent Flood, MSD attorney, said no 


ruling is expected in the case for a min- 
imum of two months, and the court could 
wait as long as a year before ruling.

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Guaranteed annual wage at issue 
Sheettnetal workers, builders clash 


by LEA TONKIN 


Sheetmetal workers and building con- 


tractors In Cook and seven neighboring 
counties are squaring off this week on 
the issue of a guaranteed annual wage, 
The result could be a strike. 


The dispute emerged as the contract 


expiration date of May 31 approaches for 
Local 73 of the International Brotherhood 
of Sheet Metal Workers. 


AT A PRESS conference Thursday in 


Chicago, building contractor spokesman 
Jack Logeschulte said a guaranteed an- 
nual wage would "raise havoc with the 
building industry, and if won by all 
trades, could push the price of housing 
up 10 to IS per cent. 


"With housing costs now at an all-time 


high, and more and more families being 
priced out of the market for decent hous- 
ing, we don't think it makes sense to 
raise costs still more for unjustifiable 
reasons," Lageschulte said. 


Lageschulte is president of the Resi- 


dential Construction Employers Council, 
one of eight builder groups that support 
contractor efforts to resist union demand 
for the guaranteed wage. A May 28 rally 
in Oak Brook was called by the builders. 


Local 73 includes some 5,000 members 


in Cook and Lake counties. Contracts in 
Local 220 in Kane County and Local 50 in 
Will 
County 
also expire 
May 
31. 


McHenry, DuPage, Kendall and Grundy 
counties may also be affected. 


55% decrease in sales 
of used homes reported 


A 55 per cent decline in the sales of 


used residential homes in Cook County 
was reported in March by First Federal 
Savings and Loan Assn. 


The drop, reflected in the Northwest 


suburbs, affects homes containing from 
one to four units. 


The $35,936,000 sales volume on 1,073 


sales during March compares 
with 


$81,157,000 during March, 1973. It repre- 
sents a 37,2 decline from February sales 
of $87,230,500. 


FOR THE FIRST quarter of the year, 


sales of used homes are down 21 per cent 
from 1973 levels, reports James Fitz- 
maurice, senior vice president. 


"A recent survey of Chicago area 


mortgage lenders shows evidence of a 
marked decline in the availability of 
mortgage funds," he said. First Federal, 
which declared a moratorium on new 
mortgage commitments last year, cur- 
rently restricts loans on a selective basis 
to established customers. The association 
has a Mount Prospect office. Available 
funds committed months ago by many 
area lenders often carry service charges 
of several points. 


Sales of used homes in March, 1974, 


compared with March, 1973, are as fol- 
lows in area townships: Wheeling, 63 in 
March.

The home financing market will dry up 


completely in Illinois unless relief is 
granted by the state legislature from the 
8 per cent limit on interest rates for 
loans, said Leo Sheridan Jr., Chicago

"MORTGAGE MONEY is rather diffi- 


cult to obtain anywhere in the nation, but 
Illinois is hit harder than any other state 
because of the 8 per cent ceiling on inter- 
est rates," he said. Tuesday. 


Sheridan referred to the state statute 


which limits mortgage rates to 8 per 
cent. Illinois is one of only four states 
which have an 8 per cent usury law. 


"When lending institutions pay their 


depositors an interest rate of from 5"/2 to 
7 per cent, as well as staff wages and 
other costs, they cannot operate in the 
black if they are limited to charging 
such a relatively low rate as 8 per cent 
interest on their home mortgage loans. 
In time, the mortgage money market 
will completely dry up," Sheridan said. 


Area real estate brokers joined the Illi- 


nois Savings and Loan League in' calling 
on the Illinois General Assembly to re- 
vise the usury law. Sheridan said the eli- 
mination of statutory limits on mortgage 
rates would allow the rate to be deter- 
mined in the market. 


Security industry shows off 
the newest in lie detection

The booming security industry: they 


compete for the sharpest camera focus, 
the cleanest voice print, the best psy- 
chological stress detector, the most ink- 
less thumbprint or the most com- 
prehensive system of alarm. And It's big 
sublness. 


Some 2.000 exhibitors, representing not 


even half the industry, hawked their 
wares this week at the International Se- 
curity Conference. Visitors came from 
across the United States as well as Vene- 
z u e 1 a, Guatemala, the Netherlands, 
France, Australia, England, Bermuda 
and Canada to learn the latest in protec- 
tion systems and programs. 


A star of the exhibition was the Psy- 


chological Stress Evaluator, developed 
by Defctor of Springfield, Va. the brief- 
case sized device first evaluates normal 
stress patterns in an individual's voice, 
then determines unusual stress patterns 
— an almost sure indication of lying. 


JIM KROES, a representative for the 


firm, said a voiceprint, when accom- 
panied by a polygraph, was now admin- 
sibte as court evidence. "With a three- 
day orientation course, anyone can learn 
to operate the system." He said psy- 
chiatrists as well as corporations have 
begun purchasing the $3,700 equipment. 


Kroes also displayed a telephone bug 


detector which he said was widely used 
by toy and other manufacturers. 


"You just hook It up and you can find 


out if your competition is bugging your 
phones," he said. If they know what 
you're doing all the time, they will keep 
one-up on you and eventually destroy 
your company. Remember, bugs are

only illegal if you get caught." The bug 
detector also fits in a brief case. 


A new firm developed an $80 cigar-box- 


sized thumbprinter which spokesmen 
said has proved an amazing deterrent for 
bad check passers. It uses no ink. 


"IT'S 
THE psychological effect of 


being thumbprinted," said Jerome Gain- 
es of the Encino, Calif., firm. "Especial- 
ly for someone who has been caught at 
passing them before." He said almost in- 
variably, those who've been caught will 
refuse to be printed. 


He said the system makes it possible 


for a layman to insert the suspect's 
thumbprint into a device and determine 
if it matches one belonging to a con- 
victed bad check-passer. 


Exhibitors also showed scanning tele- 


vision cameras with channel switchers, 
micro wave and light sensitive security 
systems, bomb blankets to confine a 
bomb's impact when a bomb control 
squad is not available, cassette-loading 
identification cameras, and laminated 
card security entrance systems that give 
immediate date, time and place printouts 
of who entered a building where and 
when.

sought by Local 73 is known as the Stabi- 
lization Agreement of the Sheet Metal In- 
dustry (SASMI). Under the plan, employ- 
ers would contribute funds for payments 
to workers for the difference between 
1,200 and approximately 1,600 hours of 
work during one year — a maximum of 
360 hours. 


Lageschulte said the 
SASMI plan 


would enable workers who work fewer 
hours to earn more money than workers 
who are on the job 1,600 hours or more a 
year. 


He cited these examples: a worker 


who puts in 1,240 hours at the rate of 
$9.27 an hour earns $11,494.80. SASMI 
would give him payment for another 360 
hours, or $3,337.20. State unemployment 
compensation payments for 20 weeks at 
$105 a week would net an added $2,100, 
for a total compensation of $16,932 for 31 
weeks of work. A second worker who 
works 1,800 hours a year at $9.27 an hour 
would earn $16,686, plus special SASMI 
payment of $139.50. Total earnings leave 
him $106.50 behind the worker who 
worked 560 fewer hours.

The arsenal of chess tactics has an en- 


during richness. We are continuously 
surprised by the various and sometimes 
new means by which positions can be 
compromised and pieces pried away 
from the opponent. 


For example, Boris Spassky startled 


the chess world and Indicated he was 
still alive when he tore to shreds Fis- 
cher's favorite Poisoned Pawn variation 
of the Sicilian Defense and won Bobby's 
queen. 


That transaction was a surprise, if not 


a miracle, for Fischer had apparently 
defied the laws of chess economy by bra- 
zenly and successfully ingesting the Sici- 
lian poisoned pawn for a decade. 


But Spassky's method was com- 


monplace. Me used the old and inevitable 
procedure of hounding the queen with 
threats until it had no retreat. A rather 
more exquisite and exceedingly rare 
technique is the subject of this column. It 
is th« so-called Nowotny interference 
theme and is best explained by consid- 
ering our first example.

The position Fuchs-Korchnoi, 1965, 


does not seem drastically out of balance. 
It is true that black is a pawn ahead. But 
the white pieces on the face of it seem 
better developed, as the black rook is 
still in the corner and the black bishop is 
under attack. 


However, black's lineup on the king 


file poses the constant threat of 1 ... 
R-K8 check and mate, though at the mo- 
ment, the rook check is met by the bish- 
op retreat, 2) B-B1. In addition, black's 
queen is attacking the white rook at Q3 
which is, however, defended by the other 
rook. 


We have encircled the square at Q6 be- 


cause it is the intersection of the two 
lines indicated by the superimposed ar- 
rows. It is the intersection of the lines of 
the crucial rook and bishop trajectories, 
and is the nerve center of the white de- 
fense. In fact, black wins by playing 1 
... B-Q6!!!, as given in the second dia- 
gram. This interference

move, by cutting off both vital lines,

threatens mate and the rook with a ven- 
geance. 


In the actual game, Fuchs played 2. 


BxB, and after ... QxR; 2. B-B1, Q-B4; 
resigned because of the material deficit. 


The point of the combination, as you 


can see, is that after 1 ... B-Q6, white 
has the unenviable choice of 2. BxB (as 
played), interfering with the defense of 
the rook, or 2. RxB, interfering with the 
bishop's defense of the last rank. 


If you are intrigued by the logic of the 


Nowotny theme, try the next one. Black 
has sacrificed two minor pieces and a 


queen for the position given in our third 
position. At the moment 1... PxB mate 
is prevented by the queen a Kl, and 
N-B7 mate by the rook at R2. Of Course, 
1...R-Q7!!!

utilizes the interference motif to win (If 
QxR, then N-B7 check, QxN, PxB mate.) 
White's extra pieces are useless to pre- 
vent mate.

Sports must be for kids 


It used to be such a simple task 


lor a boy to become a hero, for 
every summer afternoon they were 
crowning heroes down the street in 
the vacant lot. 


Somebody brought a ball, and 


somebody brought a bat. Girls we- 
ren't permitted, for girls were sis- 
sies when it came to baseball. The 
rules depended on the lot's geogra- 
phy, and you played until it got 
dark, rained, dinnertime arrived 
or until somebody got mad and ran 
off with the baseball. 


When the ball was hit into the 


weeds at the far end of the lot, a 
DiMaggio, a Williams or a Mantle 
was crowned — and stories were 
told about the kid who hit a base- 
ball through the second story win- 
dow of the Andrews' house and an 
enraged Mr. Andrews came out 
yelling and chasing everybody off 
that dusty, vacant lot. 


From May to September, from 


school term to school term, you 
could always be a hero. You fed 
your fantasies in the dust and dirt 


The 
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of that vacant lot, as you grew 
slowly towards the upper edges of 
boyhood. 


Today, the vacant lot's been sub- 


divided, and the world you once 
lived in has been stolen and subdi- 
vided by a gang of adults who 
won't leave baseball well enough 
alone — and you, if you were once 
a child, may well be a member of 
that wrecking crew! 


After you became a man, you de- 


cided that your son deserved to 
play baseball as you had done as a 
boy. Baseball is our National Pas- 
time, and you remember it is a vir- 
tuous, healthful recreation which, 
in turn, could help your son to grow 
up and become a man. 


So you and other parents organ- 


ized a neighborhood league. You 
found a field, shaped it into a ball 
diamond, bought uniforms and 
equipment, raised money, built a 
grandstand, hired umpires and 
coaches, raised more money, start- 
ed another league, bought more 
equipment, hired more umpires 
and coaches, built more grand- 
stands and raised yet again more 
money to feed this ever-growing 
sports monster. 


To you as an adult and as a par- 


ent, organized baseball has be- 
come a very, very important busi- 
ness. It requires lots of manpower 
and money, so it needs and de- 
mands 
widespread 
community 


support. But you were willing to 
spend long hours finding support 
for it, for* you would stop at nothing 
to provide your son with every- 
thing you felt he should have. 


Yes, you gave your son a chance 


to play baseball, but you also push- 
ed him towards being a ten-year- 
old version of Hank Aaron, because 
you remembered, from your failed 
dreams of athletic stardom, what 
it was like to idolize Joe DiMaggio. 


Little League baseball, or any 


form 
of structured, 
organized 


sports played on a community- 
wide basis, is designed by parents 
based on what they think their kids 
need. Parents who sometimes for- 
get they, too, were kids once. 


Somehow, we think any kid could 


tell adults that expensive uniforms, 
grassy baseball diamonds and 
grandstands packed with fanat- 
ically attentive parents are unnec- 
essary for a good time. But after 
all, who asked those kids anything, 
anyway?

Tutting on a good face'

The Cook County board began another 


rise from listlessness this week as com- 
missloners started the pre-election 
brownie point voting contest 


Early frontrunner in the battle to pile 


up points with local voters by choosing 
the right side is board President George 
Dunne. 


Following in second place are three 


board Republicans who seek re-election 
in November - Floyd Fulle, Joe Woods 
and Carl Hansen. 


Other board members are also-rans in 


the 
vote-a-thon because election of 


Democrats in the city is assumed and 
Republican commissioners Charles Chap- 
lin and Charles Grupp are not seeking 
board re-election, 


Rules of the contest are simple Con- 


Wstants — who must be incumbents 
seeking election - score points when 
casting a "look good" vote that cannot 
change the passage or rejection of legis- 
lation. 


Dunne serves as the best example. He 


wins this week's number one rating be- 
cause he unceremoniously started the 
brownie point contest last month. The 
date was May 6 and Dunne joined the 
board's, five Republicans In voting "no" 
against three public relations contracts 
with Thomas Leach for $30,600. Leach 
keeps Sheriff Richard Elrod, Coroner An- 
drew Toman and Treasurer Bernard 
Korzen in the news 


Criticism of "no" votes against the 


contracts is impossible. 


The interest and irony Is that the pow- 


erful county board chairman failed to 
convince any other Democrat to vote 


"no " The contracts were approved with 
seven Democratic "yes" votes. 


Dunne admittedly has an advantage in 


the brownie point derby. He often votes 
last — after his fellow nine Democrats 
have shown their affection — and his 
vote seldom turns the issue one way or 
the other. 


By siding with the Republicans, how- 


ever, he can avoid numerous "look at

campaign 


Monday, the point contest erupted with 


renewed energy. Dunne avoided pairing 
with Fulle, Woods and newcomer Carl 
Hansen, who is GOP candidate for board 
president. But Dunne again split with the 
Democrats by voting "present" during a 
roll call to bid $1 million in bonds for 
purchase of 400 voting machines. 


Fulle and Dunne both argued that the 


county should be capable of eliminating 
paper ballots in the fall election. 


Two other attempts at scoring points in 


the derby involved hiring of a special at- 


torney to represent the county in an $11 
million civil suit by Black Panther Fred 
Hampton and zoning for a nursing home 
in Lyons Township. Both entries were 
pushed by board Republicans. 


Woods, a critic of the Leach contracts, 


was subtle in his attempt to gain the 
brownie point lead. Woods asked if the 
county would receive itemization of the 
$31,245 in legal fees that the Circuit 
Court ordered for attorney John Coghlan. 
The answer was yes and Woods ended 
his questioning. 


No one mentioned that Coghlan is the 


attorney for indicted Chicago Aid. 
Thomas Keancj, rightband of Mayor 
Richard Daley. 


Fulle was on his feet again when nurs- 


ing home zoning reached the board floor. 
The zoning board of appeals rejected a 
similar project on the same site a few 
years ago, Fulle said while a gallery of 
Lyons Township residents nodded ap- 
proval. 


Vote no, Fulle said as the homeowners 


and attorney watched. 


"No" was the vote. All the Republicans 


and ail the Democrats except zoning 
c o m m i t t e e chairman Charles Bonk 
turned the project down. The home- 
owners applauded. 


Brownie point votes are not automati- 


cally bad. In most cases the GOP will 
score heavily with suburban voters by 
opposing Democrat legislation. The Re- 
publican commissioners gained second 
place in this week's rankings by casting 
ineffective "no" votes against renewal of 
leases for assessor's branch office in the 
suburbs. 


The GOP "no's" force at least six 


Democrats to attend the board meetings.

Nixon trip ^possible'

WASHINGTON — President Nixon 


badly needs a dramatic gesture to rein- 
force his stature as an international 
peacemaker. A significant accom- 
plishment on the diplomatic front — a 
break-through, say, in Hie Middle East 
talks — would reinforce his contention 
that the nation and the world need him 
and perhaps blunt the effort to kick him 
out of office. 


For this and other reasons, the Presi- 


dent has followed with avid interest the 
shuttle diplomacy of Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger during the past days. 


During his rest in Florida this week- 


end, his spokesman said he daily re- 
viewed and "sent guidance" to the com- 
muter diplomat shuttling between Dam- 
ascus and Jerusalem. 


A demarcation line between Israeli and 


Syrian forces negotiated under U.S. aus- 
pices would add tremendously to Nixon's 
personal prestige when he needs it most. 
Understandably, he could be expected to 
exploit it to the fullest. 


The whole thrust of Nixon's defense in 


the Watergate affair is that he is too 
valuable as a world leader to let an in- 
discretion or a misjudgment in the han- 
dling of an insignificant incident such as 
the Watergate cover-up be used by his 
political enemies and philosophical oppo- 
nents to oust him from office. 


His view on his indispensability is un- 


derlined by the fading from the world 
scene of such other leaders as Pompidou 
of France and Brandt of Germany. Who 
else is left to deal with Chou en Lai and 
Leonid Brezhnev? 


Nixon has spoken frequently recently 


of his dream to achieve a "generation of 
peace" now that U.S. participation in the 
Vietnam War has ended and relations 
h'ave improved with such traditional riv- 
als as Russia and China. 


"We have one of those times when cer- 


tain forces are coming together that may 
never come together again," he said 
recently in an interview. 


"If we do not seize it, the world will 


inevitably move to a conflagration that1 
will destroy everything that we've made 
— everything that civilization has pro- 
duced ... 


"I have to be here and I intend to be 


here." 


Although White House spokesmen deny 


that anything has yet been finned up, 
other Nixon aides believe there is a 
strong possibility Nixon will make a trip

tics by being very moral," because politicians have to "play 
the political game." 


"None of us are rich enough" to enter politics, says student 


John Henry. "I'm one that stays as far away from it as 
possible. I don't want to be close to something that will make 
me do something wrong or illegal." 
, 


"I don't want to like politicians and I don't want to hate 


them," says Joe. "I just don't want to have the same image 
as in first grade." 


RICHARD ROSHOLT teaches history to seventh graders at 


Thomas Junior High School in Arlington Heights. Students 
there stand and recite the pledge of allegiance twice a week, 
on Mondays and Fridays. "It's an old carryover," says Rosh- 
olt. "It's always been done. It's traditional." 


But Rasholt also feels indoctrination is not the way to teach 


history any more. "Schools are expected by our culture to 
teach values," he says, but "the problem is what we say 
orally Is not always what we practice." To the students that 
Is "hyprocrisy," he says. 


There are still some schools that teach by the indoctrination 


method, says Rosholt. "In the Southern states and small 
Northern towns you probably have more of the rah-rah Amer-' 
lean flag patriotic indoctrination," he says, and although 
most textbooks today give an objective picture of history 
there are still some of the type popular in the 1950s that are 
put out by the John Birch Society. 


Rosholt shows the students both the good and bad side of 


government in the United States and then he says, "I tell the 
kids, 'You've got to choose the way you're going to lead your 
own life'.'' 


"I try to make a point of presenting as many different 


views as possible on all issues, including Watergate," says 
Rosholt. "My main goal when w* discuss any current events 
issue is to try to create an ioterett, an mnrtntM and an 
excitement in the kids in what is going on in the world." 


HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS are generally more informed 


on current events than grade school students and they've 
usually formed some opinions. "Sure, a lot of kids have been 
turned off by Watergate," says Conant history teacher Ron 
Szymanski. They want to ignore it by saying, "You can't do 
anything about it so why try," he says. 


Szymancki thinks that is a defeatist attitude. "I'd like to 


see our kids get involved in local government," he says. Wa- 
tergate "ought to be a spur to get our kid* more Involved 
with the community." 


Szymanski has strong feelings about the indoctrination ap- 


proach to teaching history. "It limply coma* out to be blatant 
propaganda, "I can't accept that type of teaching philosophy." 
Szymanski ateo rejects the "harshly critical approach where 
everything the country has done is treated cynically." 


"Politics is very real," pay* Szymanski. "It is not ttie idea- 


listic textbook definition. We've got,to show the real »lde of 
politics, the seamy side of politics." 


"THE WORD 'politician' has probably never in American 


history had a good connotation," says Lyons. "The level of 
morality is not less than businessmen in society," he says 
and he tries to explain this to the students. "I tell them I 
think most politicians are honest and then when another is 
caught they say, 'see'." 


"I am a politician," says Lyons who works as a Republican 


precinct captain in Hoffman Estates and campaigned for U.S. 
Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-i2th, when he was reeleoted in 1972: 
Although he maintains a non-partisan stance in the classroom 


Lyons naturally snares his love for politics with his students 
and he urges them to get involved m community work. 


But most students shy away from involvement. "So many 


believe you can't be honest or stay honest and be in politics," 
says Lyons. That's an attitude they probably get from their 
parents who "don't even want to register to vote because they 
feel if they register, they are part of it, they're guilty," says 
LyotM. 


LYONS TRIE* TO be objective about the successes and 


failure? of American government through history, he tries to 
answer student*' questions honestly and he tries to help them 
feel optimistic about the future of government. As an end 
product, he hopes they have love for their country. "We hope 
thgt patriotism is one of the results that we're teaching," he 
says. 


But patriotism to a high school student today is probably 


much different titan patriotism to someone born in the 1920s 
or '30s. The students at Conant High School can see that at a 
basketball game. They say the older people stand up straight 
and sing the National Anthem loud and clear, the people in 
their 20s mumble the words and the high school lads talk 
about stopping for a hamburger after the game. 


The students also reject worship of government leaders and 


regard rituals surrounding the American flag as "super- 
stitious." Although they don't condone desecration of the 
American Hag, they do think some of the rules are a bit 
ridiculous. As Tom puts it, "Accidentally touching the flag to 
the ground is not exactly high crime and misdemeanors."

More about bypass surgery... 


Please give me some information on 


the Intestinal bypass operation that is 
supposed to get yon down to your ideal 
weight. 1 am 37 and weigh 310 pounds. I 
have been heavy all my life. Diets don't 
work. 1 have been having trouble with 
my blood pressure, and a recent glucose 
tolerance test was a little Ugh. Am 1 a 
candidate for a bypass operation? 


The operation that you refer to makes 


a new opening in the small intestine a 
short distance from the stomach and con- 
nects this opening to the large intestine 
(colon). In this way many, many feet of 
the small intestine are bypassed. Food 
can be shunted directly through a short 
distance of the small intestine to the 
large intestine. 


All of the important food absorption oc- 


curs from the small intestine, and, in- 
cidentally, most of that occurs in the 
very first part of it. The purpose of the 
bypass operation is to prevent you from 
absorbing as much of your food as you 
ordinarly would. The undigested food 
then is dumped into the colon. No ab- 
sorption of food or digestion occurs here. 
So, much of the food you eat then is 
passed through the system without ever 
being absorbed and used for nutrition. 


It's true that you can lose a lot of 


weight with one of these types of oper- 
ations. Recent studies have shown, how- 
ever, that it can lead to some relatively 
severe changes. It can affect the liver 
and cause permanent liver damage. It's 
often not so easy to return to a normal 
digestive process by attempting to put 
things back the way they were, either. In 
general, there have been enough in- 
stances of serious complications follow- 
ing this type of procedure that I person- 
ally cannot recommend it to anyone. The 
last thing you need is a permanently 
damaged liver. 


WHAT YOU DO need is a regular, con- 


sistent program that puts you on a good, 
balanced diet furnishing all the nutri- 
tional elements you need, You must 
learn enough about nutrition to under- 
stand what this is. Then you must follow 
such a program every day, not as just a 
short-term diet program and then return 
to your previous habits. 


You may need to reorganize your life 


style in a way to avoid food and certain 


habit patterns that trigger eating. Many 
people have conditioned responses which 
cause them to eat when they really don't 
need the calories at all. It's true that 
being overweight can contribute to prob- 
lems of high blood pressure and diabetes. 
It is important that you get on a good 
program and stay with it. But, I think 
you ought to forget about the bypass op- 
eration. 


A person with a weight problem as 


severe as yours really needs a three- 
pronged approach to the problem. A good 
healthy diet needs to become part of 
your life. You should have some type of 
suitable exercise program, even if that is 
just walking to start with. 


And, because you have so much 


trouble staying on a diet you probably 
need some psychiatric help. A person's 
motivations for eating are a big factor in 
the habit of overeating. You could use 
the support. It is worth it because you 
are already having medical problems 
that cannot be properly treated without 
controlling your weight problem.

Artist captures nature's serene beauty

"God has given each one of us a talent 


— the seamstress, the Journalist, the art- 
ist — anyone anywhere who works to the 
best of his capacity. It is there for us to 
find and cultivate." 


So spoke Thelma Spain of Des Plaines 


whose shimmering, muted, ethereal wa- 
tcrcolors portray the serene beauty of 
nature; whose sunrises and sunsets, 
storms and calms whisper of quiet 
peace. 


Mrs. Theodore Spain found her talent 


as an artist only seven years ago. At that 
time she went through the excrulatlng 
experience of losing a 7-year-old re- 
tarded who was very dear to her. Her 
doctor, an artist himself, suggested that 
she try art. 


"I consider myself a Christian artist," 


she said. "I knew I had to grow from 
this experience. It was my whole reason 
for painting," 


THELMA, WHOSE nickname is Tac, 


started in oils and pastels and enjoyed 
them. "But the real me came out in wa- 
tercolors," she said, "I work very wet. 
It's a thinking medium—you must have 
a positive approach, You can't cover 
anything up." 


She pointed out that a watercolorist 


learns to tear up a lot of his works. On 
the other hand, many mistakes are lucky 
mistakes. 


Tac emphasizes that it is important for 


a beginner to start with a good teacher, 
one who encourages him to express him- 
self, not copy others. Her respect for her 
own teachers is profound. 


In New Jersey, where the Spains for- 


merly resided, Thelma studied art with 
noted American portrait artist Furman 
J. Flnck, now dean of DuCret School of 
Fine and Industrial Arts, and with Jo- 
seph Rossi, A.W.S., of the Newark School 
of Fine and Industrial Arts. In the Chi- 
cago area, she has studied win Ryozo 


Ogura, Charlotte Pollari and Ed Oath- 
ony. 


THREE YEARS AGO, when the Spains 


moved to Des Plaines, Thelma lost no 
time in joining the Des Plaines Art Guild 
and in actively participating in it. She 
advanced from vice president in 1971 
to president in 1972 and is now nearing 
the completion of her second term. This 
past week, the Guild voted to modify its 
bylaws, making it possible for Thelma to 
serve an unprecedented third term as 
president. 


"There is a tremendous amount of,es- 


prit de corps among Art Guild mem- 
bers," she said. "In (he morning we are 
apt to call each other and ask, 'Are you 
painting? If not, why not?' " 


The Guild, consisting of about 120 


members, meets once each month, ex- 
cept July. At least nine meetings a year 
feature an expert in a particular field — 
watereolor, oils, acrylics, pastels — who 
demonstrates his art. Critiques, in which 
members constructively discuss each 
others works, are held about twice a 
year. 


"There are so many fine artists in thes 


group," said Thelma. "It's a true learn- 
ing experience." 


THE DES PLAINES Art Guild will 


hold its annual spring Art Fair on June 
IS at the newly enlarged Des Plaines' 
Public Library. A warm invitation is ex- 
tended to northwest suburbanites to trav- 
el to this art-conscious community, meet 
its talented artists and view their works, 
many of which will be offered for sale. 
There is no admission charge. 


Tac's quiet, atmospheric waitercolors 


will again be among the many and var- 
ied entries competing for awards in sev- 
eral different categories. She has also 
participated in juried shows at Golf Mill, 
Woodfield and Randhurst and has exhib- 
ited at Lutheran General Hospital, the 
Des Plaines National Bank, the Bank of 
Rolling Meadows and the Palatine Pub- 


lic Library. She is a member of the Park 
Ridge Art Guild and the Countryside Gal- 
lery. 


RECENTLY SHE won a blue ribbon 


award in the Cook County Town and 
Country Art Show. 


"Artists must not get discouraged with 


honorable mentions, seconds and thirds," 
she admonished. "I've won many more 
of them than firsts." 


Tac relishes competition, finds it enor- 


mously stimulating to personal growth, 
and tries to encourage its enjoyment in 
her children, Jeff, 18, .and' Valerie, 11, 
both of whom are artistically inclined. 


On the other band, she loves serenity 


and respects the priceless silence that is 
needed at times by creative, thinking 
people. "In our family, we appreciate 
each other's talents," she said, explain- 
ing that her husband, too, is creative as 
an inventor in his off-'hours. "We give 
our children enough time and enough si- 
lence to grow. This is where competition 
leaves off." 


FOR A WOMAN to succeed as an art- 


ist, Thelma Spain believes she must 
make extraordinary efforts, for there are 
so many forces that separate her from 
her art. But in the process of giving of 
self and contributing to society, she 
becomes a more interesting person. 


Thelma offers warm encouragement to 


creative people of all ages who wish to 
express themselves, whether they are 18 
or 80 — "Art knows no age gap." She 
advises them to set goals for themselves 
and begin working toward them. 


"There is no impossible dream. To set 


goals is a stimulating', positive approach 
to a better way of life," she said fer- 
vently, adding a biblical quotation that 
undergirds her philosophy:

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Old house contents may be 
worth more than building 


Anncy got tired of suburbia and traded 


for acreage and an old house on a lake in 
northern Wisconsin. Nancy is an antiques 
dealer friend of mine who had spent 
summers in that area for many years 
and finally decided that year round 
would be even better. Last March, she 
and her family moved north 


The house is a cross between Teddy 


Roosevelt and Early Prohibition, really a 
grand sprawling old place, with log 
sides, log interior and many out- 
buildings, including its own fire house 
and pumper and a cottage for poker 
playing. It came completely furnished. 
Furnished so completely, in fact, that 
she could hold a garage sale every week- 
end from now until 1980 and hardly make 
a dent. 


When she first began the inventory of

Life of one deserter helps 
understanding of all exiles 


"WAITING OUT A WAR," 


LUCINDA FRANKS

Oeoghegan. $6.95 


The subject of exile, amnesty or pun- 


ishment for the 30,000 to 50,000 draft re- 
sisters and armed forces deserters is 
among the touchiest problems facing the 
American people, To many sympathetic 
to them, they are heroes following the 
dictates of their consciences. To others 
they are little better than traitors, and at 
the very least owe a debt to their country 
and to their countrymen who served in 
Vietnam. 


Lucinda Franks met many of these 


young men on assignment in Sweden for 
UP1. for whom she then worked as a 
London-based correspondent. In "Wait- 
Ing Out a War" she has followed the life 
of one of these, Pvt, John Picciano, from 
birth and boyhood in a working class 
family in Lodi, N. J., thiough to his 
presnt exile in Sweden. 


WHILE MISS PRANKS is generally 


sympathetic to the exiles, she doesn't try 
to make Picciano a hero, intellectually 
or otherwise. She tells it as she could 
learn it from him, his friends and associ- 
ates — the story of a not very well edu- 
cated or motivated young man who found 
he Just could not survive in the Army. 
Whether it was the indignity of the re- 
cruit's life or the nightmare reality of 
being trained to kill that drove Picciano 
to desert, the reader must decide. 


It is not the author's purpose to write 


the definitive history of the draft evaders 
and deserts, but rather through tell- 
ing the story of one quite ordinary young 
man, to present a picture of the typical 
deserter, his problems, what his exile 
has meant to him, how it has hurt him 
and in some ways benefltted the man he 
has grown into. 


The book, which the author expanded 


from a series she wrote for UPI with 
Peter Freiberg, has value for anyone 
who wants to understand America's ex- 
iles.

Super soul from superstar 


Three of the better soul albums of re- 


cent'weeks belong to one of soul's super- 
stars, an established quartet and a jrio, 
who despite some early hits have 
struggled for popularity lately. 


The superstar is Curtis Mayfield, who 


was propelled to stardom by his superb 
"Superfly" movie soundtrack. Long 
known in soul circles for his fine vocal 
work with the Impressions, it was "Su- 
perfly" that brought Mm national recog- 
nition of the Time magazine type. 


"Sweet Exorcist" (Curtom records) is 


Mayfield's second album since "Super- 
fly" and it is more accessible than the 
slightly disappointing "Back To the 
World" album of last year. Throughout 
"Sweet Exorcist" Mayfield is very 
strong musically as funk, romantic soul 
and lush orchestration are all skillfully 
combined under his production and Rich- 
ard Tufo's arrangements. The several 
spots of multi-track vocals are well done 
also. 


SURPRISINGLY, ONLY three of the 


songs are new. (Mayfield seems to have 
been cleaning out his unused songbook 
with one song each from the years 1969 
through 1972). Of the new songs, two are 
among the album's best. They are the 
title song and "KungFu." 


The song "Sweet Exorcist" is not to be 


confused with the current, devilish hit 
film we are told. (Mayfield said he pur- 
posely waited until the song was done 
before viewing "The Exorcist.") The 
song tells of the power lovers have to 
bring out each other's emotions and to 
make the bad good, presumedly. "Kung 
Fu" deals with ghetto life and musically 
has a nice congo solo and a trace of 
North African sounds. 


(While I like both songs, they do point 


out Mayfield's regrettable penchant for 
picking "with-it" titles - even though in 
the case of "Kung Fu" the martial art 
has nothing to do with the song.) 


THE 1972 SONG, "Make Me Believe In 


You," best shows how funk and lush 
strings can work beautifully together. 
The melody is one of the album's strong- 
est. 


The Four .Tops is our established 


g r o u p . "Meeting of the Minds" 
(ABC/Dunhill records) celebrates the 


Detroiters' 20th year together — remark- 
able in itself for a recording group. Best 
of all is that their singing is as fine as 
ever. 
' 


The cover art may be as abstract as 


anything in the stores today, but in songs 
like "The Well Is Dry" the Four Tops 
fall back into their 1987 sound of the likes 
of "Walk Away Renee" and "Standing In 
the Shadow of Love." The opening "One 
Chain Don't Make No Prison" is also a 


The album's production is spotless and 


many of the arrangements are exuber- 
ant. And while not all he songs are gems, 
there are enough that make for good lis- 
tening. 


While the Four Tops rely on a big band 


sound, the Delfonics (our troubled 
trio) rely on an orchestra, even more so 
than Mayfield. Like Mayfield also, the 
Delfonics almost exclusively use a false- 
tto lead voice. 


IN THE LATE '60s, the Delfonics and 


their sexy, sophisticated Philadelphia 
sound came up with two hits I loved to 
try to sing along to (even though I could 
never cover their high notes). The songs 
were "La La Means I Love You" and 
"Didn't I Blow Your Mind This Time." 


That same delicate, enticing sound is 


found in their latest album, "Alive and 
Kicking" (PMlly Groove records). Aptly 
titled, the album has two great songs, 
"Hey Baby" and "Think It Over," which 
should be put on AM radio immediately. 
Both are vastly superior to their "hit" 
song "I Told You So." 


Another good sign in the album is that 


lead singer William Hart Is letting his 
younger brother, Wllbert, handle some of 
the songwriting and singing chores. 
"Pardon Me Girl" and "Seventeen (And 
In Love)" are strong additions by Wil- 
bert. Again, the orchestration is ex- 
cellent as in the Four Tops and Mayfield 
albums.

JOINING THE RANKS of the progres-

Their second, "Danse 
Macabre" (A&M records), is a giant step 
forward and much of the credit, I'd 
guess, belongs with producer Peter Shi- 
field. Sinfield's touch is unmistakable (he

At times electronic, rock or classical,

'Hollow Crown' intimate and light

When ARLINGTON PARK THEATRE 


announced tt would host MICHAEL 
REDGRAVE and certain 
celebrated 


members of the ROYAL SHAKESPEA. 
REAN COMPANY, most likely some to- 
cal theater buffs decided they'd save 
their money this time around. 


Anything connected with Shakespeare 


has a tendency to intimidate a number of 
people and put others to sleep. 


Yet "THE HOLLOW CROWN," to 


which Shakespeare himself is only a par- 
tial contributor, is a warm smoothly pre- 
pared journal by and about the kings and 
queens of England from the time of Wil- 
liam I (1066.1067) through the Victorian 
Age (1837-1901). 


Of far greater significance, and there- 


fore much more appealing, is the human 
approach taken, rather than historical. 


Ballads, poetry recitations, speeches, 


letters reread and portions of diaries by 
the monarchs themselves, other court 
members or leading chroniclers of the 
era are presented in a two-part collection 


that is successful in revealing the mis- 
eries and love losses as well as the 
glories of many members of England's 
royalty. Several humorous insights are 
also offered. 


A "partial, prejudiced and ignorant" 


historian, Jane Austen at the age of 15, is 
featured through a presentation of her 
impressions of certain kings and queens. 
James I is quoted lambasting tobacco, 


and a piece from Queen Victoria's pri- 
vate journal describing her coronation 
day at the age of 19 depicts her as a very 
spoiled, self-centered lady. 


Michael Redgrave shares the limelight 


with company members SARA KESTEL- 
MAN, JAMES 
GROUT 
and 
PAUL 


HARDWICK with songs and guitar by 
ADRIAN HARMAN. 


If I am'to choose a favorite of the eve- 


ning, it must be Sara Kestelman, whose 
precise diction and exaggerated mode of 
speaking make her characters fairly 
come alive. 


But to be sure, one must remain atten- 


tive throughout the readings or otherwise 
much can be lost. "The Hollow Crown" 
is fortunately only two hours long, a fac- 
tor which alleviates any tendencies to- 
ward boredom. It's just enough. 


The actors exchange seats on a set 


•that is bare other than regal highbacked 
chairs and red plus backdrops. Yet the 
atmosphere is one of an inviting living 
room rather than » cold castle.

Big best sellers make big movies

There are two big bestsellers at the 


moment. Each will make a big movie. 
But each has tremendous problems in- 
herent in translating them from the 
printed page to film. 


The two are Peter Benchley's "Jaws," 


the story of a great white shark which 
terrorizes a Long Island beach commu- 
nity, and Irving Wallace's "The Fan 
Club," a tale of four kooks who kidnap 
the movie's top sex symbol for their own 
pleasure 


"Jaws" is tough because it isn't easy 


to take pictures of a shark eating people. 
"The Fan Club" presents a different 
problem. By Us very nature, it's a sexy 
theme. It should be an X-rated film, but 
it also should be a big one. 


And not many X-rated films are big 


grossers, so the producers will have to 
make a choice — do it literally, or 
dudge a bit to play the box office. 


PETER BENCHLEY, who wrote 


"Jaws," tells me that they are currently 
shooting the shark sequences off the Aus- 
tralian coast. He says they found plenty 
of great whites but none as big as the 
monster he tells about in his book. 


To compensate for the lack of size 


they've resorted to some cinema tricke- 
ry. For the big scene — an ichthyologist 
is in a cage, under water, to get a closer 
look — they used a midget in a small 
cage beneath a small boat, so they would 
all look full size next to the relatively 
small shark. 


"Jaws" has been a bonanza to Ben-

chley. He says he just had a big thrill — 
writing a check for $121,000 to pay his 
income tax. Fortunately, he had been on 
the receiving end of some even bigger 


checks — the paperback sale was 
$575,000 and the movie sale was $150,000. 


CASTING FOR "JAWS" is still being 


done, Benchley says it looks like Sterling 
Hayden will pay Quint, the fisherman, 
Roy Scheider the police chief and Rich- 
ard Dryfus the ichthyologist. 


Benchley wrote three drafts of the 


"Jaws" screenplay and it is close to the 
production. But Wallace as is his custom, 
has had nothing to do with the movie 
version of "The Fan dub," except to sell 
It for another whopping sum. Columbia 
bought the rights and it's their problem 
now. 
, 


They did talk to him about casting, 


Wallace says he had a long talk with pro- 
ducer Lawrence Gordon on the subject. 
He doesn't want a "semi-name," feeling 
that It would be hard for the audience to 
accept anyone but a major star or a 
complete unknown in the part of the big- 
gest star of all. 


HE BELIEVES the movie of "The Fan 


Club" if it is done properly, can be a 
milestone for movies. 


"This can open up the whole glamor 


thing in pictures," he says, "that has dis- 
appeared. If it. succeeds it will bring 
back women in movies — this is a man's 
town now." 


He thinks that only two actresses of 


any repute around today could play his 
sexpot Sharon Fields. The two are Candy 
Bergen and Jacqueline Bisset. But he 
really would prefer to see a complete un- 
known in the role.

Black star beat the odds

Virginia Capers overcame all the 


drawbacks to become a star. 


Her maternal ancestors were slaves. 


Her father was a dock 'hand — "he 
worked on the docks in all kinds of 
weather for over 30 years." Her mother, 
although an expert seamstress, could get 
work only as a domestic. 


"My parents were simple folk," she 


said. "But one thing they insisted on was 
that we must get an education." 


The "we" is Miss Capers, proclaimed 


as this year's Tony Award winner tor 
best actress In a musical ("Raisin") and 
her brother, Jim, a referee with the Na- 
tional Basketball Association. 


"Oh, there's still discrimination," said 


the actress. "The world is not all that 
enlightened. I would like to see all the 
amount of money it took to get to the 
moon spent on harmony of peoples." 


"We all should be able to say proudly, 
'I am an American.' 


"BUT IF YOU want an example of dis- 


crimination, look at this." She pulled out 
a page of newspaper ads for Broadway 
shows and almost all featured pictures of 
the stars. "Raisin," which won a Tony 
for itself as well as its star, did not. 


Miss Capers said that when she goes 


house or apartment hunting, it's with tre- 
pidation even "with all my sophis- 
tication, my background. I always say, 
'Oh my God, do I have to go through 
this?'" 


Yet in her own right she holds a real 


estate broker's license — "It kept bread 
in the childrens' mouths when I wasn't 
acting." 


Currently, she's settled into an apart- 


ment not too far from New York's Lin- 
coln Center and with a spectacular view 
from the 40th floor of the Hudson River 
and Manhattan. 


Eliza Virginia Capers was born in 


Sumter, S.C., but her parents moved to 
New York and Harlem, when she was 
seven, simply because "they felt their 
children would have the best possible 
chance for education here." 


SHE ATTENDED New York public 


schools and Howard University, Wash- 
ington, D.C., during which "I worked and 
Dad borrowed. Work was expected of 
yon. It was something you did without 
question." 


Her mother ("who taught me the so- 


cial graces") had started Miss Capers on 
piano lessons at an early age. And as a 
vocal talent (she's a mezzo soprano also) 
emerged, it was only logical that after 
Howard she should study at the famed 
Juilliard School of Music in New York. 
The Metropolitan Opera's Leontyne 
Price was a classmate.

— "in a doctor's office, at a hospital as a 
nurse's aide, a typist. A lot of kids would 
come from southern schools to work in 
New York in the summer as porters or 
maids so they could go back hi the fall." 


On the road up, she sang in vaudeville,

A Swiss syndicate of bankers submitted the winning bid of 


19,000 Wednesday for a 96-ounce bottle of Chateau Lafite 1884 
at the Heublein's sixth National Auction of rare wines. • 


The Jeroboam of Chateau Lafite, called the greatest wine 


ever, was part of a record $337,966 sales. 


English auctioneer J. Michael Broadbent, impeccably at- 


tired in black coat with a huge red carnagion, gray vest, pink 
shirt with white collar and a gray and black polka dot tie, 
said the wines brought at the Chicago auction were "without 
exception, the best collection I've ever presented." 


"THERE'S ALWAYS a risk with old bottles," Broadbent 


said. "I'd say I could open it here and now and have a most 
beautiful wine... a lovely mouthful." 


Broadbent said the winning Ud was sealed and placed by 


a man named Arnold Becker on behalf of a "Swiss syndicate 
bankers..." 


The largest single purchase at the day-long affair was Rob- 


ert Balestra, 47, a restaurant operator from El Monte, Calif., 
who paid $21,960 for 30 tots of wine which included French 
Bordeau and burgundies, German and California wines, 'for 
himself and a group of fellow collectors. 


Total sales were about $64,000 more than last year's auction 


held In Atlanta, and brought the six year total to almost $1.3 
million. 


In all, 30,000 bottles of imported and domestic quality wines 


in 600 tots were sold. 


John Neal, a fried chicken franchise holder from Columbia, 


Tenn,, was the second highest purchaser at $14,427. 


THE LARGEST SINGLE successful bid from the floor was 


the $4,000 Bert Bidwell of Aspen, Colo., offered for a barrel of 
Cabernet Sauvignon private reserve, vlntage,'l973, from Cali- 
fornia's beaulieu vineyard. The 50 barrels will yield 19 cases 
at a price of slightly more than $16 a bottle. 


The oldest bottle in the collection, a 1792 Madiera, was sold 


for $210 to Jobe Bernard, of the B & G Distributing Co. of 
Nashville, Tenn.

There's more sexual freedom now 


by PATRICIA McCORMACK 


NEW YORK (UPI) Americans be- 


tween 16 and 25 opt for sexual freedom 
more today than they did in the '60s — 
hey-day of the sexual revolution. 


That includes- high school and college 


students as well as young bluecollar 
workers and female high school grads or 
dropouts who stay home. 


A major new nationwide study of some 


3,500 youths found more bars to free love 
going down all the time. The survey re- 
leased to New York Tuesday, also shows 
that to the work arena and classroom the 
young Americans march these days to 
different drumbeats than those of the siz- 
zling '60s. 


THE COLLEGE KIDS, upset to the 


'60s, are growing more oriented toward 
the 
establishment. 
The non-college 


youths are discontented — to much of the 
way college students were to the 1960s. 
This unrest in the young workforce may 
cause headaches for society. 


Daniel Yankelovich, architect of the 


study sponsored by five foundations, said 
the unrest among the bluecollar means 
this: 


Society can expect greater labor unrest 


and reduced work motivation among 
young workers — unless new incentives 
to match the new bluecollar youth values 
are discovered. 


During individual two-hour interviews, 


It was found 61 per cent of college stu- 
dents favor sexual freedom, up from 43 
per cent to 1969. Today 47 per cent of 
non-college youths endorse sexual free- 
dom, up from 22 per cent to 1969. 


YANKELOVICH sees greater sexual 


freedom exerting yet-to-be seen changes 
on marriage and the family. At the least, 
it will put those institutions under great- 
er stress. 


The sex areas explored covered the ga- 


mut — including relations 'between con- 
senting homosexuals, casual premarital 
and extramarital sexual acts. 


Other highlights of the youth survey: 
• In politics, most youths are political 


skeptics who feel "special interests" run 
the country. 


• Vietnam veterans are the unhappiest 


young Americans. Nearly all have a sour 
impression about their efforts.

• Change in attitudes extends to au- 


thority — law, police and so on. Change 
here is in the direction of what sociolo- 
gists call deauthorization. That means 
less automatic obedience. There also is a 
change to attitudes toward organized re- 
ligion as a guide for moral conduct. 


• ANOTHER CHANGE veers from 


concepts of patriotism and automatic al- 
legiance to "my country right or wrong." 


• Other new values related to the work 


ethic. There has been a turnabout. The 
college youths more strongly endorse the 
work ethic, a change from the '60s. And 
the non-college youths believe less in it 
than they did in the '60s.

WASHINGTON — Everyone quite natu- 


rally is wondering how the Watergate 
case will come out in the end. 


I personally have no idea how it will 


turn out In real life. But I can tell you it 
ends in "Top Dog," the first feature 
length movie based on the Watergate 
case. 


When I say "based" on the Watergate 


case, I am perhaps being imprecise. It 
might be more accurate to say the film 
pounces on the Watergate case and splat- 
ters It all over the audience. 


THE FLICK IS billed as "the out- 


rageous Watergate comedy that goes be- 
yond bad taste." But that is a typical 
Hollywood overstatement. 


Actually, It doesn't exceed bad taste at 


all. It opens at the exact level of bad 
taste and remains there until the end. 


The ending, as I was saying, Is surrea- 


listic. In the climactic scene, Martha 
Mitchell douses President Nixon with a 
glass of water and he, like the Wizard of 
Oz, dissolves. 


I mention this because I suspect that 


scene will appeal strongly to those mem- 
bers of Congress who have been urging 
Nixon to resign in hopes of avoiding a 
vote on impeachment. 


But such things only happen to the 


movies.

. As far as I know, there is no provision 
to the Constitution under which the Pres- 
ident might vaporize. 


IN THIS CONNECTION, it might be 


advantageous to look southward for a 
moment to Brazil. In Brazil, politicians 
who fall from favor sometimes are, 
turned into "Cassados," or "annulled 
ones." Meaning they must refrain from 
all political activity for specified periods 
of time. 


I'm not necessarily recommending that 


the United States adopt this system. But 
with resignation and impeachment both 
rather drastic, and with vaporization out 
of the question, annulment might be a 
good compromise. 


As I envision Yankee-style "Cassado," 


the impeachment proceedings would be 
dropped and Nixon would remain to of- 
fice for the rest of his term — but with 
the proviso that he shun politics com- 
pletely. 


DEMOCRATS WOULD like this ar- 


rangement because it would eliminate 
any possibility of their candidates en- 
countering White House opposition to 
1974 and 1976. i 
. More important, Republicans would 
like it because it would eliminate any 
possibility of their candidates encounter- 
tog White House support. 


I don't deny that annulment would be 


extremely tough on someone as political- 
ly oriented as President Nixon. However, 
it does seem less rigorous than the im- 
peachment confrontation now taking 
shape. 


And should the urge to play politics be- 


come compelling, Nixon can always re- 
capture the nation by playing tapes.

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Do-it-yourself propagation 
means variety, less expense 


Growing things needn't be Confined to 


the out-of-doors. House plants are not 
only attractive additions to the interior 
design of a home, they are also a fun 
hobby, especially if you've propagated 
the plants yourself. 


Because seeds for house plants may 


take up to years to sprout, most house 
plants are propagated the same way as 
outdoor plants <— by leaf cuttings, divi- 
sion or air, layering. 


The easiest method and a good one for 


rhizomatous, begonias, sygoniums and 
some phllodendrons is by taking a cut- 
ting, inserting it in clear water in a jar 
and placing it on a bright, but not sunny, 
window sill, When the cutting roots, it's 
time to pot it, and you've got yourself a 
new, inexpensive plant. 


A good way to duplicate your dieffen- 


bachias and tradescantias is by stem cut- 
tings. Take stem cutting and place it in 
vermiculite or sand in a warm humid 
place. Use a container with a cover — 
bread boxes, baking dishes, casseroles 
work well — or use a pot with plastic 
wrap over the top. 


The stem should be about four inches 


long, cut just below the leaf node. Leaves 
should be removed from the lower two 
inches. To stimulate growth, dip cutting 
in hormone powder. The lower half of 
cutting should be inserted into the soil 
and kept between 75 and 80 degrees. Lift 
cover for an hour or so every so often to 
ventilate plant.. 


African violets, kalanchoes and sedums 


can be propagated by leaf cuttings. 
Choose healthy leaves and make small 
cuts across vein. Put leaf on sterile ver- 
miculite, making sure that leaf is in con- 
tact with the soil mix. Place in warm, 
bright place, but not in direct sunlight. 
Keep covered for part of the day with 
plastic wrap. Whew plants show two sets 
of leaves, place in'two-or three-inch pots. 


Large foliage plants such as philo- 


dandrons and ficus dieffenbachias can be 
quite expensive when purchased mature. 
To avoid the expense, find a friend who 
will allow you to take a four-inch cutting 
of a mature stem. Coat both ends of the 
stem with sulfur and lay pieces in root- 
ing medium. Cover lightly with mix and 
firm in place. Keep in humid place — the 
stem needs about 60 per cent humidity to 


develop. When plantlets are large enough 
to handle/place in individual pots. 


Ferns can be propagated in a very un- 


usual way. Although usually done by di- 
visions, many enjoy the novelty of propa- 
gating from spores. Spores look like 
small, dark spots on fern fronds, and are 
often mistaken for insects. When propa- 
gating with spores, little, heart-shaped 
plants called prothallia appear first. 
From these plants fern leaves are later 
produced. 


To propagate from spores, select ma- 


ture leaves and lay them spore-face 
down on a white piece of paper. Cover 
with newspaper or blotter to absorb 
moisture. In a few days the spores will 
naturally separate from the leaves. 
Spores can then be sown in flats with 
three inches of soil. Dust the spores over 
the surface of the soil, then cover con- 
tainer with plastic wrap to keep humid- 
ity. 


Soil should always be kept moist, but 


never wet. When true fern leaves have 
sprouted (remember that the fern leaves 
will be the second greenery to appear), 
the tiny plants can be potted in individ- 
ual pots.

Cut down on energy costs 
with natural wind barriers 


A recent teat conducted with two iden- 


tical experimental houses in South Da- 
kota revealed a way that fuel con- 
sumption in one of the two houses was 
reduced by 40 per cent. Here's how it 
happened. 


The two side-by-side houses were ex- 


actly the same in all details except one. 
One house was sheltered on three sides 
(east, west, and north) with a windbreak 
of trees. That house was exposed to a 
wind velocity that measured 71 per cent 
less than the other, with fuel con- 
sumption 40 per cent lower during the 
winter of the test. In another similar ex- 
periment a house with trees planted on 
only one side, the north, used 25 per cent 
less fuel than its unprotected neighbor. 


In the face of current fuel shortages 


ait<t rising prices, the American Associ- 
ation of Nurserymen is giving special at- 
tention to energy-saving facts such as 
this "Nature has gifts which have been 
available to us since the beginning of 
time," association experts say, "that can 
cooperate with us in our conservation of 
energy resources. It is simply a matter 
of knowing about them and using them 
properly." 


The kind of homes we have been build- 


ing over the last several decades are 
really very wasteful users of heating 
energy. So long as oil was cheap and, in 
the public mind at least, Inexhaustible, it 
was cheaper to install a big furnace and 
buy the excessive fuel needed than to 
make the houses really efficient in their 
energy conservation. The result is that 
we now have millions of poorly insulated 


houses. Reconstruction, with the In- 
stallation of effective insulation, is 
probably going to be necessary in the 
face of diminishing supplies of heating 
fuel, but equally important can be the 
establishment of efficient wind barrier 
plantings. 


The South Dakota study is not an iso- 


lated example. Much basic research has 
been conducted in the Plains States by 
the Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Kansas State College as well as other in- 
stitutions Spokesmen for the nursery in- 
dustry recognize that the differences be- 
tween sheltered and unsheltered resi- 
dences would be more dramatic in the 
wind-swept Plains country than else- 
where — the more sheltered Eastern 
states, for instance, which are not sub- 
ject to such constant winds in winter. 
But in a comparable Eastern calculation 
the fuel consumption in the same house 
before and after an evergreen windbreak 
was planted showed a saving of 10 per 
cent in fuel use after the planting. In 
terms of national fuel consumption, that 
Eastern experience is much more signifi- 
cant because there are thousands of 
houses in that area for every one on the 
Great Plains. 


Translated into dollar savings, even 


minor reductions of fuel consumption are 
highly significant for the homeowner. 
Modest investments in the installation of 
trees arranged to serve as a windbreak 
can give many decades of increasingly 
important fuel savings in the years- 
ahead. 


The American Association of Nursery- 


men points out that the locaion of wind- 
breaks is the key to their effectiveness. 
Most cold winter winds throughout the 
nation come from the north or the west 
so windbreaks should be located on those 
sides, with an extension on the eastern 
side wherever space permits. The south 
side should be left open to permit the sun 
to enter. 


In many experiments with anemome- 


ters it .has been shown that the max- 
imum wind reduction occurs at a dis- 
tance of from four to six times the height 
of a windbreak, so the plantings should 
be made at about that distance from the 
house. In other words, if the fully grown 
trees will be 15 feet high, they will have 
their best wind bamer effect if they are 
placed some 60 to 90 feet from the house. 


With that kind of reasoning in mind it 


is wise to select a rapidly growing spe- 
cies of tree, and, preferably, ones which 
will reach from 1 to 1% times the height 
of the house at maturity. As an example, 
a 20 foot house would benefit best from a 
hedge of tall evergreens located some 80 
to 120 feet from the north side of the 
house. A single row of evergreens is ef- 
fective, but a double or triple row is even 
more so.

scape firm can give specific advice as to 
the most effective types of windbreak 
plantings for your own situation.

Clone is a variety of plants created by 


grafting or budding rather than from 
seed. 


A cucurbit is any member of the gourd 


family (pumpkins, squash, cucumber, 
melons, etc). 


Leggy is a term used to describe vege- 


table plants with too much heat or nutri- 
ents, making them tall and slender with 
weak stems. It can also be caused by 
lack of light due to crowding or shady 
location. 


Salt hay is hay cut on salt marshes 


near the oceans and valued for mulching 
because it is free from weed seeds and 
has a stiff quality that minimizes mat- 
ting down. 


Tilth is a way of describing the feel of 


soil. The right proportions of sand, clay 
and fillers will produce soil with a good 
tilth. 


Mulch helps 
control weeds 


Mulching home flower gardens, shrubs 


and specimen trees helps control weed 
growth and conserve moisture in the soil. 


There will be little weed growth under 


two or three inches of mulch, and mulch 
acts as an insulator and keeps the soil 
cooler than usual during the summer. 


Organic waste prodcuts, such as peat 


moss, ground or crushed corncobs, saw- 
dust, wood chips, shredded bark, leaves, 
cocoa bean hulls and pecan shells are the 
most common mulching materials. 
Many organic mulches are sold in bulk, 
but some come prepackaged for garden- 
ers' convenience. The prepackaged mul- 
ches usually cost more per pound than 
bulk materials. 


Mulches should be applied as soon as 


the soil is warm enough for plant growth 
to begin Keep the mulch at least two or 
three inches deep during the growth sea- 
son.

There aren't many American families 


who can live .a week without eating a 
potato. Potatoes are in soup, hash, casse- 
roles and feasted upon alone mashed, 
boiled, baked and fried. They're Amer- 
ica's most loved and often eaten vege- 
table. 
. 


It may be wierd to think, of eating a 


meal without the addition of the potato, 
but centuries ago people never tasted 
them. The first cultivated varieties ap- 
peared in South America in the Andes at 
altitudes above 6,500 feet. Spanish ex- 
plorers -brought the potato ,home with 
them, but for more than a century the 
English, French and Germans scoffed at 
the tuberous vegetable. 


When the Irish Presbyterians arrived 


to settle in the colonies, the potato be- 
came an important crop, and the vege- 
table was most significant after 1846, the 
year blight wiped out all of Ireland's por 
tatoes. Since /that .(time, the potato has 
stood number one. 


The most important thing to remember 


in growing your own potato crop is to 
plant on cool spring evenings.. Use certi- 
fied seed potatoes or seed pieces from 
seed companies and garden stores. The 
market potatoes may carry plant dis- 


Choosing the right varieties 


of annuals takes research 


Choosing the right types and varieties 


of flowering annuals to go effectively 
with your home plantings is always 
somewhat of a problem. But the job will 
be made easier if you follow a few 
simple guidelines. 


Selecting varieties from' among the 


countless offerings on the market is, to 
some extent, a matter of personal prefer- 
ence. It goes without saying that garden- 
ers pick ones that appeal to them and 
which fit their landscaping needs. But 
above all, they should choose from 
among those that have proven depend- 
able in the area in previous seasons. 


Gardeners can rely somewhat on seed 


catalog descriptions, but it's wise to seek 
the advice of a garden center or green- 
house manager. 


Novices shouldn't overlook the help 


they can get from local garden club 
members or successful gardeners. If in a 
large city, they can call their park dis- 
trict for the locations of annual plant- 
ings. And beginners should make a point 
of noting what has performed well for 
their neighbors, or in beds around shop- 
ping centers, public buildings, industrial 
complexes and other landscaped settings 
in your locality. 


Give back nutrients to soil 
by using organic compost pile 


Veteran gardeners live by a standard 


rule: do not take from nature what you 
do not intend to give back. And so to 
keep their soil productive year after 
year, gardeners restore to the soil the 
nutrients which their plants took away. 


They perform this restoration ritual 


economically with a compost pile. Here's 
how it's done: 


Mark off an area about six feet square 


and pile dead leaves, garden refuse (only 
that which is. recyclable, please!), lawn 
clippings, weeds and other organic mat- 
ter to a depth of six or. eight inches. Cov- 
er this with an inch of garden soil, 
sprinkling with a handful of lime and a 
pound of garden fertilizer. 


New lawyers can be added until the 


pile is several feet high. Water as each 
layer is applied. You can also do away 
with your organic kitchen waste on the 
compost heap. Keep branches and large 
twigs out of the heap; they take ages to 
decompose unless ground up. 


It's best to build your compost heap so 


that the top is concave. This lets in col- 
lect rainwater and snow and hastens the 


mentioned or you're not letting the heap 
do all it can for you. 


Add ashes from your fireplace, bird- 


cage clfltnings, coffee grounds, corncobs, 
sawdust and wood shavings. They all add 
minerals, nutrients and roughage .to the 
pile. 


One of the best places to chose vari- 


eties is at one of the trial gardens, sev- 
eral of which are maintained in Illinois 
. and surrounding states. 


Ranking as one of the best and most 


comprehensive is the Trial Garden of An- 
nuals and Bedding Plants at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois in Urbana, maintained by 
the Department of Horticulture as a pub- 


. lie service facility. 


Here 'gardeners can compare, first 


hand, nearly everything offered in the 
seed catalogs and make notes concerning 
performance, color, height and spread. 


Garden magazines and books and man- 


uals on annuals provide information also. 


Particular attention should be. paid to 


colored illustrations which often portray 
striking and very 
successful 
com- 


.binations of annuals. 


The All America Selections award-win- 


ning varieties are also'worth checking. 
These have been carefully evaluated in 
widely separated parts of the country by 
a panel of professional judges and have 
been described as the very best of their 
types developed to date. 


It is often wise to depend on newer im- 


proved varieties of annuals, even though 
they might be a bit more expensive. 
Some of our best annuals are Fl hybrid 
seed strains..

eases- and could have 'been, treated to 
prevent sprouting. Potato pieces should 
be cut about one-and-a-half-inch square 
with each piece having at least one good 
eye. The pieces are (hen set, cut side 
down, 4 inches deep and 12 inches apart 
in rows 24 to 36 inches apart. 


The tubers (that's the part which is 


eaten) form on stems rising from seed 
pieces and not on the roots as is com- 
monly believed. 


It's best to fertilize when planting. 


Both sides of seed pieces should get fer- 
tilizer, so a trench should be dug about 
three inches deep and six inches wide. 
The seed pieces are placed in a row in 
the center with fertilizer one to "two 
inches deep at the side of the trench.

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Azaleas and camellias save the Gardens of Rosedown 


The story of the gardens of Rosedown 


Plantation, a museum of the golden 
years of the old South, St. FrancteviUe, 
La,, is the story of two women In love 
with the same tree-shaded, sweeping 
acres. 


Martha Barrow Turnbull, wife of Dan- 


iel Turnbull, the wealthy aristocratic 
young planter who built Rosedown House 
in 1835, began developing the magnifi- 
cent gardens in the seventeenth century 
French landscape style while the plan- 
tation home construction was underway. 
Mrs. Milton Underwood of Houston, pre- 


ZINNIA PETER PAN Orang. is one 
of fhe first generation hybrids that 
can produce a great many blooms, 
display uniformity and plant form 


and out-perform cheaper zinnia in- 
breds. It's an All America winner, 
too. 


First generation hybrids are 
uorth extra cost, says expert 


Fl hybrid flowers generally mature 


earlier, show more vigor, produce more 
blooms, display excellent uniformity and 
plant form and in most ways out-perform 
cheaper inbreds, says G. M. Foster, Uni- 
versity of Illinois Extension floriculturist. 


Although Fl hybrid seeds may cost 


more than ordinary Inbred strains, 
they're usually worth it because of their 
advantages, he adds. They're highly de- 
sirable in home plantings because they 
give the best possible performance. 


An Fl hybrid results when a plant 


breeder crosses two specially selected 
true-breeding inbred parental lines or 
strains. 


The plant breeder dusts pollen from 


the male parent line onto the female 
parts of the emasculated seed-parent 
flowers. The resulting seed is what you 
purchase from a catalog or seed rack as 
an Fl hybrid variety. 


At present, not all garden annuals are 
A Child's 


available in Fl hybrid varieties. But 
breeders have already developed many 
hybrids of petunias, snapdragons, zin- 
nias, marigolds, pansies, geraniums, im- 
patiens, ageratums and fibrous-rooted 
begonias, plus a few other types. 


Here's a list of some of the excellent 


new hybrids appearing in seed catalogs 
this spring: Petunias "Saturn" and 
"Snow Cloud"; Snapdragons "Orange 
Pixie" and the "Sweetheart" series; 
Dianthus "Magic Charms"; 
Zinnias 


"Scarlet Ruffles" and "Peter Pan Or- 
ange"; Portulaca "Sunglo" series; and 
Dwarf Mangolds "Showboat" and "Red 
7-Star." 


Fosler says that you have to buy new 


seed each year if you're planting Fl hy- 
brids. Seeds you save for future use from 
Fl hybrid plants usually do not give the 
same flower color, vigor and uniformity 
as the parents, 


Grandma brought many new plants 


into her garden by rooting slips — pieces 
of plants she admired. Most of the slips 
came from gardening friends, but she 
was not above cutting a little stem or 
two from a public garden. 


Some cuttings were rooted in water. 


Others in soil indoors or in a corner of 
'the garden. 


We start our experiment in school with 


some discussion of what might be 
brought from home. The best time to 
think about what plants are to be repro- 
duced is during the spring flowering peri- 
od. Show the children how to tag the ones 
they like so they'll know which ones to 
take cuttings from later. Perhaps they 
will choose mother's favorite, or maybe 
one with flowers or foliage of a color that 
Interests them. Suggest that they look for 
plants with some sort of unusual form. 


We have found that what will, and 


what will not take root, doesn't always 
follow the book. There's always the pos- 
sibility that the impossible-to-root cutting 
will surprise you and sprout roots. 


Although you prepare everyone for 


failure, take every step in handing the 
cuttings to promote success. Choose a 
rooting medium (soil) that is clean, 
drains quickly but retains moisture. Ver- 
micullte and perllte and combinations of 
peat moss and vermiculite or peat moss 
and perlite in equal proportions have 
been used very successfully. 


Treating cuttings, especially some 


hard-to-root varieties, 
with chemical 


growth regulators (plant hormones) In- 
crease the chances of their taking root. 
Several of these synthetic auxins (hor- 
mones) are available, such as Hormodin 
and Rootone. 


In a number of plants the "wounding" 


of cuttings may also promote root devel- 
opment. In some species just stripping 
off the lower leaves or small side 
branches is wounding enough. 


The handling of softwood or semi-hard- 


wood cuttings (any cutting with leaves) 
has one very important step. This most 
important step is the protection of the 
cutting from drying out. It must never 
become dry from the time it is taken 
until it has rooted. Polyethylene film, 
which traps moisture but allows the 
plants to breathe, is used in many ways 
to increase humidity and slow up water 
loss. 


Herbaceous cuttings are the easiest of 


all to root and although root-promoting 
substances are not required, they are of- 
ten used to develop a heavier root sys- 
tem. Herbaceous cuttings of some plants, 
such as geraniums, that exude a sticky 
sap when cut, do better if the ends are 
allowed to dry for a few hours before 
planting, Some examples of herbaceous 
cuttings are; Geraniums, Chrysanthe- 
mum, Coleus, Carnation,

sent owner of the showplace, rescued 
them from ruin when she and her hus- 
band purchased the property in 1956 with 
the thought of restoring both house and 
gardens. 


It was the beauty of century old aza- 


leas and camellia trees which inspired 
Mrs. Underwood to restore Rosedown in 
the spring of 1956. The last descendant 
of the Turnbull family had died and the 
old house and magnificent grounds were 
for sale. The grandeur of Rosedown, like 
other mansions along the lower reaches 
of the Mississippi, had been stranded in 
a world of poverty in the wake of the 
Civil War. While the house had declined 
until it was a mere shell of its former 
magnificence and the neglected gardens 
had become clogged with jungle-like 
growth, the azaleas and camellia trees 
which Martha Turnbull had planted more 
than a century ago had overcome adver- 
sities and were blooming with brilliant 
coloration. In the lush Felidana sol they 
had grown to enormous size. 


Recognizing the brilliant planning of 


Rosedown Gardens, Mrs. Underwood 
called in Ralph Ellis Gunn, landscape ar- 
chitect from Houston, who assured her 
that the gardens could be saved and that 
the grounds represented one of the most 
unique horticultural collections in Amer- 
ica. 


With the aid of a researcher, Mrs. Un- 


derwood studied the voluminous papers 
and documents stored at Rosedown and 
advanced the theory that it was not, as 
legend had it, a Parisian landscape ar- 
chitect who designed the gardens at 
Rosedown, but Martha Turnbull herself. 


Fortunately for Rosedown, Martha 


Turnbull had a meticulous mind. A re- 
markable experimental 
horticulturist, 


she kept daily records of her plantings 
and their results. This diary is a record 
of almost sixty years work on the Rose- 
down grounds, beginning when she 
moved into the plantation home in 1836 
and continuing until her death in 1896. 
Martha Turnbull's diary became the 
guide for ten years restoration work on 
the Rosedown gardens. It was also chat- 
ty and sometimes filed with surprising 
information on the workings of a plan- 
tation. 


One of the most surprising pieces of 


information from the diary concerned 
the fabulous plantations of Rosedown 
azaleas. According to a book on this 
plant published by the American Horti- 
cultur Society in the early 1950's, the 
first azaleas were introduced into the 
United States in the Middleton Gardens 
in 1872. Yet among the old papers found 
in Rosedown House, were invoices dated 
in 1836 showing the purchase of azalea 
bushes by Martha Turnbull for planting 
at Rosedown. 


The first entry in the diary was dated 


November 6, 1836, when Martha wrote: 
"Planted rose cuttings, shrubs, etc. Very 
dry." 


The last entry on the gardens was 


dated Janaury 4,1895, and concerned an 
observation on the poor gardening weath- 
er: "Soaking rain and cold." 


Mrs. Underwood and Ralph Gunn felt 


that entries should serve as a pattern for 
the philosophy of gardening at Rose- 
down. Not only would they work to pre- 
serve and propagate the century old 
sweet olives, camellias, crape myrtles, 
magnolias, live oaks and cypresses, but 
they would experiment with new plant- 
ings, as Martha Turnbull had. 


A n o t h e r invaluable aid to Mrs. 


Underwood and Ralph Ellis Gunn was 
a WPA architect's survey of Rose- 
down carried out in the 1930's by Richard 
Koch, New Orleans architect. By this 
survey they were to locate a number of 
paths, the potting shed, green house, con- 
servatory and identify the one remaining 
brick wall of Martha Turnbull's green 
house. 


Like all aristocrats, Martha Turnbull 


accepted tragedy with stoic silence. 
When her son William was drowned in 
False River, she made no mention of it 


in the diary. Typically, the entries 
stopped altogether. It was almost a year 
before she resumed her records. 
' 


An interesting sidelight to entertaining 


at Rosedown was an account of her first 
party at the new house: 
"We had 30 people at our first party & 
we bad 6 chickens for Chicken Salad — 2 
Turkeys, 2 Ducks, 1 Ham, 1 Tongue, 
Roast Mutton, 2 Roast Chickens, 1 Pig — 
Henrietta took 12 dozen Eggs and made 
a great deal of cake — it took 6 eggs for 
Salad — 16 Pints for the Cream — Jelly 
— Blancmange — 50 spoon fulls of Coffee 
given out and not the 3rd used — 4 De- 
canters Wine — 4 Decanters Brandy — 2 
Bottles Brandy — 8 Bottles Champaign 
— We had 6 Ibs. Secrets and but little 
used — 4 Ibs. candy fruit — 2 ornamental 
pound cake, 12 Ibs. each ~ 1 fruit cake, 
10 Ibs. — 6 Ibs. mixed cakes — Maca- 
ronas lady fingers and 1 Jar Grapes — 24 
Bananas — 2 Hogshead Ice — 6 Pine Ap- 
ples — It appears useless to make so 
much cake — 2 Neuga ornaments costs 
74 dollars — Musicians 60 dollars — in- 
deed to induce everything it cost 224 dol- 
lars." 


Economists today say that the final fig- 


ure should be multiplied by seven to get 
a modern day approximation of the cost 
of staging such a party, since all of Mar- 
tha Turnbull's food 'was produced on the 
plantation and her assistants were 
slaves. 


When the Civil War and Reconstruction 


days came to Rosedown, Martha Turn- 
bull showed a dauntless gardener's de- 
termination that her garden work of 
years would be saved. The entry of 
January, 1864 reads: 


"Uup to this time, since the Federals 


landed in May, neither field or garden 
has been worked. The garden is a wilder- 
ness, sedgegrass. It looks melancholy." 


Not to be overcome by a change of for- 


tune, this woman who had been mistress 
over hundreds of slaves, began bargain- 
ing with them to save her garden. The 
diary contains such accounts as these: 


"Julia one week at 40 cents ... Penny 


and Lancaster 2 days each, $160 
... 


Penny cleaning front yard, gave her 2 
Ibs. coffe — 2 Ibs. Sugar — Pint Mo- 
lasses . . . Ben bawled all leaves from 
the Avenue . . . Kitty and children 
cleaned up with Clabber paying ..." 


Then as times worsened for her, there 


was this entry in the diary: 


"August 23rd — cleaned up my yard 


entirely by my own hands and now haw- 
ling manurex and trash from Eliza's 
side " 


This entry was almost a foreshadowing 


of the next generation at Rosedown, for 
it was Mrs. Turnbul|'s granddaughters, 
the Bowman sisters, who by the efforts 
of their own slim bodies and rough-shod 
hands, saved the gardens through toil- 
weary years. 


Because of their efforts, there was 


enough of the original garden remaining 
in 1956 to impress another fbresighted 
amateur horticulturist and a well-known 
landscape architect that here was some- 
thing worthy of being rescued. 


Because she loved the gardens of Rose- 


down, Mrs. Milton Underwood restored 
both Rosedown House and the magnifi- 
cent grounds to the showplace of the Mis- 
sissippi as it had been in the mid 1800's. 
Today this elegant plantation mansion 
and gardens represent the most complete 
museum of the Old South in America. 
Adequately financed, impeccably main-

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State competition unfolds in three sports 


Track test opens today in Charleston; 
Meadows' Slocni seeks shot put honors

There's something grand and glorious 


about the Illinois state track and field 
meet. It's very close to being a regal 
event. 


The track and field royalty will do it 


again this weekend in Charleston. The 
best of them will journey to the center of 
the state for the preliminaries today and 
the finafe on Saturday. They will come 
from all corners of the athletic kingdom. 
For the participants and observers, the 
proceedings are akin to a coronation. 


But aside from all the excitement, the 


hoopla, and the glamor, there is the 
sheer exhilaration of the sport. No one 
loses sight of the main objective all the 
athletes share — winning. 


That's the reason they come to Char- 


leston. There is satisfaction In finishing 
second or third or fourth, but to win — to 
be first among the state's finest — is the 
ultimate thrill. It is the goal of hundreds 
of trackmen as they gather at Eastern 
Illinois University for the final test of the 
season. 


And the local area will send its best 


young talent to Charleston to vie for indi- 
vidual and team honors. Pacing the 
caravan downstate will be Maine West, 


Forest View, Schaumburg, Maine East, 
and Fremd. 


The Warriors of Maine West, Central 


Suburban champs, will dispatch seven 
runners and jumpers, plus a mile relay 
quartet. Among the entourage are pre- 
mier hurdler Bill Klippert and miler Joe 
Paul. Also on the list is Dave Braun, an 
area standout in the triple jump and the 
long jump. 


Forest View's Falcons, fresh off their 


first Mid-Suburban track title, win be 
represented by a mile relay team and 
three individual entrants. Sophomore 
sensation Steve Schellenberger, owner of 
a :49.3 in the quarter mile, will compete, 
as will Dave Matzl, whose specialty is 
the 330-yard low hurdles. Craig Brink- 
man will perform his skills in both 
the shot put and the discus. 


Maine East will send seven athletes, 


Including a pair of relay teams, and 
Frcmd and Schaumburg will send four 
each. Seven other area schools will have 
at least one trackman at Charleston, all 
from the Mid-Suburban League: Conant, 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows, Arlington, 
Hersey, Prospect, and Elk Grove. 


If any area track performer brings 


home a coveted state title this weekend, 
it just may be John Sloan, the Rolling 
Meadows shot putter. The burly Mustang

has the best put in Illinois this season — 
61-8. Three times in his high school ca- 
reer Sloan has exceeded 60 feet. " 


Sloan's coach, Joe Vitton of Rolling 


Meadows, is confident that his shot put- 
ter can top all rivals. "I think he's going 
to win it," said the coach. "I think John 
will set a new area mark of over 63 
feet." 


Vitton knows that his prediction isn't 


fact yet. "John didn't do quite so good 
last year and that's been with him for a 
whole year now," the coach said. "But 
he's been undefeated this season and he 
wants to keep it that way — there's only 
one way he can do that. 


"He's ready," added Vitton. 
Another athlete with a chance to bring 


home local honors is Palatine's Chuck 
Bell. The big sophomore turned in the 
best mile clocking in the qualifying 
meets with a 4:19.2. 


'T feel Bell is going to place or win," 


said the miler's coach, Joe Johnson. "Of 
course, it depends — Bill Fritz may run 
a spectacular race." 


Fritz, Glenbard West's defending mile 


champ, has run the distance in 4:10 this 
year and he should be Bell's chief com- 
petition. "Bell is a big, strong boy," 
said Johnson, "and he's a hard worker. 
"I think he'll run a 4:12 or 4:16, definite- 
ly in the money." 


Bell leads the area's contingent of dis- 


tance runners, again the strong suit for 
the district. The top two-miler, Jay 
McCarthy of Hersey, Is running at peak 
level, as his qualifying 9:23.6 showed. 
Greg Klebe of Maine West qualified 
with a 1:55.3 in the 880, one of the bet- 
ter times In the state.

Is Olympic medal in her future? 


It's only a dream for the moment. 
It could become a reality in a very 


short time. 


Let's look ahead two years. 
The crowd is quiet. The Olympic flag 


over the stadium In Montreal flutters in 
a slight breeze, 


There's a surge of anticipation through 


the thousands in attendance as the run- 
ners trot to their starting positions. Ev- 
ery race brings this excitement. 


The tension Is unbearable, and the 


girls nervously move back and forth by 
the starting line. And then the In- 
troductions begin. One by one, the com- 
petitors step forward. 


"Running in the 400-meter dash ... for 


the United States ... Trudi Rebsamen." 


It's all a dream — for now. 
Trudi Rebsamen is a 16-year-old junior 


at Prospect High School. She lives In 
Mount Prospect. Montreal is not in her 
summer plans for 1974 or 1975. 


She would like to make Montreal a 


definite part of her plans in 1976. That's 
when they hold the Summer Olympics. 


Is this an impossible dream? 
When you're the national high school 


record-holder in the girls 440-yard dash, 
only 16 years old, constantly Improving, 
and filled with a determination to suc- 
ceed, nothing seems impossible. 


You just have to believe in yourself. 
"It seems pretty far off right now, but 


I've always wanted to be in the Olympics 
since I was a little kid," Trudi said Mon- 
day, just two days after she raced to a 
national record and two more state titles 
In the girls track and field champion- 
ships in Charleston, III. 


"I know It's going to take a lot of 


work, but the Olympics has always been 
a goal, whether It was when I was in 
gymnastics at the "Y", or skiing, or ice 
skating. And then I got involved in track 
and now . .. well, this is the closest I've

come. I think I have a chance. I hope I 
do." 


Trudi Rebsamen has a chance, a very 


good chance. 


If you had to pick the most successful 


track and field performer in the Herald 
area over the past two years, it would 
have to be Miss Rebsamen, the 5-foot-5% 
speedster who has four state champion- 
ships in two state meets. And last week- 
end she added a national mark in the 440 
yard dash to another victory in the 220. 


Trudi covered 440 yards in a swift 56.5 


Saturday in Charleston, taking a 57.1 
from the national record book that was 
established by Susan Latter of Clarkston, 
Mich, in 1973. The Prospect sensation 
had qualified Friday in 57.2. 


Ironically, Trudl's national record' isn't 


even her personal best. She clipped to a 
55.3 last summer at the National AAU 
Junior Olympic Championships on the 
University of Michigan campus. 


Miss Rebsamen, who has never lost a 


race in high school, has a goal in addi- 
tion to running some day in the Olym- 
pics. She wants to be the first woman 
ever to break 50 seconds in the 440. 


"I think the best now Is about 52 flat, 


or something Uke that," she said. "I 
think if I would spend all of my time on 
track, just practicing form, getting expe- 
rience, I could do It. I don't know how 


long it would take, but I think I could do 
It." 


Although she's also been quite success- 


ful in the 220 yard dash, she understands 
her limitations in that event and feels 
her best chances in world-class com- 
petition would be in the 440. 


"There are girls my age doing the 220 


in the 22s," she pointed out." My best is 
24.5 and I know I would have a lot more 
work to do on my starts. I think I'm bet- 
ter suited for the 440, and if I could get 
down to the low 54s by the end of the 
summer, I'd really be satisfied with my 
progress." 


The Prospect 
High School junior 


gauges her 440 strategy on "how I feel," 
either going all out for the first 330 yards 
or first 220. 


"I might go all out for the 330 and then 


hang on," she explained, "or go 220 all 
out, stride for 40 or 80 yards, for ex- 
ample, and then try to bum them out. 
When I had the 55.3,1 went the first 330 
all out." 


Trudi plans an extensive summer of 


training, again working under the direc- 
tion of Dave Williams of Ridgewood High 
School. 


"We run in meets and train as the 


Northwest Suburban Track Club," she 
said, "and now I plan to start working 
out every day, mostly in the mornings. 
We'll go hard at the beginning of the

week, maybe with sets of 330s, 220s, and 
110s, but concentrate more on wind 
sprints, jogging or exercises as the 
meets get closer." 


Trudi is set to run in the Ohio AAU 


Championships this summer in Miami, 
Ohio and hopes to compete in the nation- 
als in Bakersfield, Calif. She has quali- 
fied for the nationals in June but as most 
trackmen find out early in their careers, 
an ambitious meet schedule can be a 
drain financially. Unfortunately, all the 
big meets aren't held in the Midwest. 


"I'll just" have to wait and see if we 


can work it out and if I can run in the 
nationals," she said. "I needed a 57 flat 
to qualify in the 440 and if I do go, I'd 
either run in the girls 14-17 age class or 
possibly in the women's group. I just 
don't know right now." 


Trudi has arrived on the track and 


field scene at just the right time. In the 
past two years, for example, the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union registration figures 
for women's track has doubled. Track 
promoters are having to find places for 
the women in their programs. 


"It's no longer considered masculine 


for a woman to run track these days," 
says Mamie Ellison of the highly-re- 
garded Texas Track Club. "It never 
should have been." 


Trudi Rebsamen loves to run, and 


she's been running seriously since she 
was 11 years old. 


"You know how it is when you're a 


kid," she said. "You always seem to be 
racing the kids, either in school or on the 
block. I was able to beat most of them 
and my teacher in gym class suggested I 
should think about running in the jaycee 
meet in Mount Prospect. 


"It just seemed to start from there. I 


remember winning the 50 yard dash 
there in the local meet but getting beat 
in Mundelein at the next qualifying. Then 
I just keot progressing up from the 50 to 
the 75 and finally to the 220 and 440 yard 
races. I tried the 880 but just don't have 
enough endurance." 


Trudi continued to run, continued to 


improve, and continued to win. She even 
tried the long jump and did a remark- 
able IS feet 1% inches when she was 13. 
That would have been good for second 
place in last weekend's state meet. 


"But it's hard to practice both that and 


the running events," she said. "I'll stay 
with the running. 


The pursuit of excellence is filled with 


hard work. 


A berth on the United States Olympic 


team and breaking 50 seconds in the 440 
yard dash are the goals of a 16-year-old 
track star from Mount Prospect. They 
will be very difficult goals to obtain. 


Trudi Rebsamen knows that. She ac- 


cepts that. She understands what chal- 
lenges and sacrifices lie ahead. 


Don't bet against her.

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The challenge of Savoy awaits state golf qualifiers 


Now 
that they've made it to 


Champaign, the rest may be gravy for 
the varsity golf teams from St. Viator 
and Maine West 


Since it's the first trip under state tour- 


nament conditions for both teams, the 
two-day "vacation" may seem more like 
a sight-sealng or get-acquainted opportu- 
nity for the Herald-area representatives. 


But knuckling, rather than buckling, 


under the pressure of both the district 
and sectional qualifying meets is insur- 
ance enough that these two five-man con- 
tingents will be snooting bullseyes, not 
pictures. 


"We can't afford to finish second or 


IMrd anymore," St. Viator head coach 
Ken Peek said with point-blank determi- 
nation. 


The Lions, after compiling an awesome 


13-2 dual-meet record, were involved in 
perhaps the toughest qualifying shortcuts 
in the state. 


Viator followed Barrington through the 


chute in the Hersey District and finished 
third at the formidable Deerfield Section- 
al, again escorting victorious Barrington 
and runnerup New Trier East into the 
winner's circle. 


Maine West, on the other hand, turned 


over a new leaf when the state tourna- 
' ment series of meets began three weeks 
ago and will carry a Cinderella banner to 
the University of Illinois this morning. 


Head coach Ken Olson's Warriors were 


a 8UD-.500 club (7-9) upon entering the 
tourney, but quickly throttled a tie for 
second at the Fenton District and a dead- 
lock for third at the East Aurora Section- 
al to gain advancement to Savoy's Or- 
ange and Blue Courses. 


To further announce their arrival in 


state-contending quarters, Maine West 
fired a sparkling 313 to share the Central 
Suburban League meet crown Tuesday. 


"They've really come together the last 


three or four weeks," Olson acknow- 
ledged. "We don't have the super individ- 
ual, so we rely on balance. Someone al- 
ways seems to take up the slack

What lies ahead for the two crabs has 


been diagnosed as a "Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde fantasy" by University of Illinois 
head coach Ladd Pask who employs the 
Orange and Brae real estate as bis home 
course.

as close to being a truly neutral layout 
as there is in the state," Pasb com- 
mented.

"The Orange always offers golfers a 


strong test," Pash added. "A player with 
a good short iron game will generally be 
in good shape in the state tournament 
The greens are small, but they're pretty 
uniform 


"A golfer has to try to get on them 


first, then shoot for par." The Orange is 
a 6,683-yard monster that carries a 36- 
36—72 par rating. 


"Probably the most important factor, 


though, is that the golfer absolutely has 
to know the distances of the holes and 
believe in them when he shoots a shot. 


"Young golfers have a tendency to 


play more by feel than with the mind. 
That is probably the worst thing to do, 
because of the situation of the elevated 
greens on the Orange," Pash concluded. 


Individually, the key that opens the 


meet medalist door will be the player 
who keeps his cool and doesn't let one or 
two mistakes bother his game. 


Both the individual champion and run- 


nerup are returning to the state meet 
again to defend-their crowns. Jerry Vi- 
dovic of Blue Island Eisenhower cap- 
tured the gold medal in 1973 with rounds 
of 72-74—146. Wankegan's Dave Ogrin 
finished second, one stroke off the pace. 


The tournament is assured of celebra- 


ting a new team titlist, though, since 1973 
winner Belleville West failed to qualify.

Is this class really necessary? 


Dear Herald: 
Because Maine Township girl Athletes 


wanted equal treatment, boys on varsity 
teams now must have an extra class. As 
a parent of a Maine athlete, I object. 


It has been policy to excuse varsity 


athletes from physical education classes 
during the season of their sport. This 
was a wise policy since the athletes 
spend from two to three hours in prac- 
tice after school. Often too physically 
tired to effectively study after practice, 
the boys had an extra study period in 
school before practice. 


Girls participating in interscholastic 


sports wanted the same privilege and 
they should have had it. But the Maine 
Township High School administration 
saw fit to require boys and girls partici- 
pating in an interscholastic sport to at- 
tend a physical education class. 


This decision does not seem to make

sense. If an athlete has the physical con- 
dition and coordination to compete in in- 
terscholastic sport, it would seem that he 
or she would not need that extra period 
of physical education. Furthermore, the 
students in the physical education 
classes who need the training to develop 
physical skills and coordination are 
being forced to compete against the 
more competent athletes and will receive 
less attention from the physical educa- 
tion instructor.

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Mount Prospect youngsters 
appear on magazine cover 


Two Herald area youngsten appearing 


on the cover of the May Issue of Selling 
Sporting Goods graphically symbolize the 
headache Little League baseball officials 
throughout the country find themselves 
plagued with today. 


Scott Lapcevich, 502 Io-Ka, Mount 


Prospect, and Mary Loos, 223 S. Pine, 
also of Mount Prospect, are pictured by 
the National Sporting Goods Associ- 
ation's publication choosing sides, sand- 
lot style, with the aid of a bat handle. 
Despite the grim and determined looks 
on their faces, the real battteilnes in the 
girl's Little League participation con- 
troversy have gone beyond the diamond 
and Into state and federal court systems. 


On March 29 of this year, the New Jer- 


sey State Superior Court ruled that girls 
must be permitted to play Little League 
baseball along side boys in that state, a 
decision expected to have national im- 
pact. 


In the case, a panel of three Appellate 


Division judges voted 2 to 1 that the 
Little League is a public accommodation 
which under the New Jersey state law 
cannot discriminate against players on 
the basis of sex. 


Michael D. Loprete, Little League 


baseball's defense lawyer, had contended 
that Little League was not a public ac- 
conwdatlon and consequently not subject 
to the laws pertaining to these faculties. 
He emphasized Little League operated 
nationally under a charter granted by 
Congress in 1954 which stipulated aiding 
boys' development into manhood. 


Hie 15-mnn board of directors for the 


Little League plan to appeal the case 
which concerned Maria Pepe, of Hobo- 
ken, N.J. Hoboken's Young Dems, an of- 
ficial Little League team, were informed 
they would lose their charter unless Pepe 
was removed from the roster. The case 
was then taken to the New Jersey Divi- 
sion on Civil Rights by the National Or- 
ganization for Women (NOW). Gilbert H. 
Francis, director of the New Jersey Divi- 
sion on Civil Rights, argued it is illegal 
to exclude girls from an activity using 
public recreational facilities and, in cer- 
tain cases, public funds. 


The Little League previously won two 


similar cases in federal courts, each 
time the case was dismissed by the 
judge on the grounds that he did not 
have the jurisdiction to hear it. 


The most oft-used argument against fe- 


male participation in tittle League Is 
that baseball is a contact sport with nu- 
merous collisions and the possibility of 
exposing members of the fairer sex to 
Injury. 


Sylvia Prenler, a New Jersey state 


hearing officer, ruled against this argu- 
ment, however, In a report to the Divi- 
sion on Civil Rights. Little League offi- 
elate appealed the Divisions' ruling to the 
Appellate Division of the state Superior 
Court, while leaden of 19 New Jersey 
L i t t l e League districts representing 
100,000 players voted to suspend play un- 
til the issue is resolved. 


Complaints similar to the New Jersey 


case have reportedly been filed In Penn- 
sylvania, California, Connecticut and Illi- 
nois. LItMe League national headquarters 
in Wllliamsport, Pa., knows of possible 
action in only New York, Delaware and 
California. 


Judy Wenning, national task force 


coordinator on sports for NOW, said her 
organization hoped the New Jersey case 
would set a precedent for Little Leagues 
throughout the country. Wenning feels 
co-ed leagues could foster more sound 
adult relationships between the sexes.

Presbyterian losses: 
the North and South 


A new denomination, potentially the nation's fifth largest, 


may well be conceived next month in Louisville, when two of 
the nation's largest Presbyterian bodies hold their national 
conventions concurrently. 


Both the Presbyterian Church in the U.S. (Southern) and 


the United Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A (Northern) are 
currently hurting. 


The Southerners are still In shock over the massive exodus 


of some 250 of the denomination's more conservative local 
churches, with 60,000 members, who have now set themselves 
up as the National Presbyterian Church. 


BEFORE THE remainder of these 900,000 sundered South- 


erners rebound themselves into the embrace (absorption) of 
the big denomination up North (2.9 million) they would do 
well to take a long, hard look at the top administration of the 
United Presbyterian Church - especially Stated Clerk (rank- 
ing executive) William P. Thompson. Dr. Thompson is an 
attorney, and a Parliamentary genius who is regarded as the 
godfather of COCU (or "BUI Thompson's Superchurch" a pro- 
posed merger of several Protestant denominations). 


The Yankee Presbyterians are veritably lusting to absorb 


the Southerners — whose numerical addition could mightily 
obscure Northern Membership losses — which, even without 
an organized schism, have been five times as great as the 
Southerners. 


The Northern denomination's conservative and unofficial 


Presbyterian Lay Committee tells the story: 


"We have during the past five years experienced a net loss 


of 330,000 members. We have had a net loss of $6.7 million in 
giving to the General Assembly (national headquarters pro- 
grams) causes and have seen a $30 million Reserve Fund — 
made up of gifts and bequests from dedicated Presbyterians 
— almost completely wiped out." 


THE PRESBYTERIAN Lay Committee — which in just 11 


years has grown to 61 chapters, 20,000 contributors and a 
newspaper with a 350,000 circulation — also revealed: 


"When one national board gives away $11.5 million of 


church assets and guarantees repayment of some $12 million 
of mortgage loans assumed by church-owned institutions 
whose assets that board is about to give to others such ac- 
tions, to our opinion, constitute fiscal irresponsibility - how- 
ever noble the motives may have been ... The majority of 
our Church's informed membership lack that degree of con- 
fidence in the leadership which is so essential to an organiza- 
tion based upon voluntary membership and voluntary contri- 
butions." 


An example of such leadership Is seen in the United Pres- 


byterian Church's ranking clergyman, the Rev. Clinton 
March, of Omaha. 


When Marsh quietly gathered the warring conservative and 


liberal forces of the denomination for an intended love feast 
on Long Island last Winter, the meeting erupted when Pitts- 
burgh's outspoken lay leader, Cartton Ketchum, told Marsh 
that with regard to the denomination's far-left headquarters 
high command: "We don't trust them." 


SPECIFIED AS A leading cause for this lack of trust was 


the still festering scandal in which national headquarters 
managed to conceal for months the donation of $10,000 in 
Presbyterian Church funds to the Angela Davis Defense 
Fund. 


Yet Moderator Marsh contends in writing that there was no 


such concealment - this despite the report of the Presbytery 
of San Francisco that there was precisly such concealment, 
which was censured as "derelection of duty." 


Moderator Marsh also contends (in writing) that since "the 


$10.000 of the Angela Davis Grant was given back to the 
Presbyterian Church by 20 of its black ministers," that it is 
therefore "none of your concern, nor really a concern of the 
Presbyterian Church what happened to It" (the money). 


Moderator Marsh is apparently not impressed with the fact 


that these black clergy offered not a dime to Angela — until 
after the concealment was discovered (by an alert California 
convention delegate, who demanded to know what the "Marin 
County Legal Defense Fund" was for.) 


If the Southern Presbyterians think it was tough trying to 


live with their arch conservative brethren departed, they 
should have an even hotter time with the opposite extreme, if 
they allow themselves to be locked in the embrace of Moder- 
ator Marsh and William Thompson.

Protestant conservatism: two views 


For the past several years, a small but 


growing band of conservative evangelical 
Protestants has been attempting to end 
the assumed connection between theo- 
logical and political conservatism. 


These evangelicals are trying to make 


it clear their involvement in politics, 
while liberal and sometimes even radi- 
cal, will not follow the same line as that 
of the more theologically liberal mainline 
Protestant denominations. 


The classic view of the conservatives 


has been that contemporary religious so- 
cial activism, founded on the Social Gos- 
pel movement of the early 20th century, 
has abandoned the question of an individ- 
ual's relationship with God in its attempt 
to fashion social change. 


IN THE PAST, conservative Christians 


have been seen — sometimes 
in- 


accurately — as little more than con- 
servative defenders of the political status 
quo. 


Now, however, as theologian Richard 


Mouw pointed out at the second "Confer- 
ence on Christianity and Politics" held 
recently on the campus of Calvin Col- 
lege, Grand Rapids, Mich., "there are 
other crucial matters on the unfinished 
agenda of the North American evangeli- 
cal community." 


Mouw, professor of philosophy at Cal- 


vin, lauded his evangelical forebearers 
for their role in leading evangelicals out 
of the bitterness of the fundamentalist- 
modernist debate symbolized by the 
clash over evolution earlier in the centu- 
ry toward more responsible social in- 
volvement. 


"We have devoted much energy to the 


discussion of the so-called 'gebesds ques- 
tion,' which has to do with the relation- 
ship between creation and evolution," he 
said. 


"But now we must find ways in which 


we can apply our orthodox beliefs con- 
cerning the creation of our first parents 
in God's image and their subsequent re- 
bellion against the Creator to an under- 
standing of the heresies that lie at the 
roots of racism, sexism, militarism and 
the exploitation of the natural order." 


EVANGELICALS, Mouw said, "have 


rightly talked much about the virgin 
birth of Christ, his deity and his future 
return." 


By now, he said, conservative Chris- 


tians must address such problems as 
"the political and economic lifestyles and 
strategies that might be appropriate re- 
sponses to Jesus' unique Lordship and 
kingship."

'Won't be religious show9 
Archbishop Sheen 
may return to TV

NEW YORK — Archbishop Fulton J. 


Sheen, the eloquent priest who became a 
TV idol during the 1950s and 1960s, may 
return to toe air next year with a new 
series, UPI has learned. 


Sheen, one of the Roman Catholic 


Church's best known preachers and 
evangelists, is negotiating with a public 
broadcasting station in Toledo Ohio, 
WGTE for a half-hour, 13-week series: 
"What Now America." 


The Public Broadcasting System and 


Archbishop Sheen's office in New York 
confirmed that talks are underway. 
WGTE said a contract has been drawn 
up and will be sent to Sheen. 


THE THEME OF THE SHOW will be 


contemporary problems affecting the 
United States and the world. "It will not 
be a religious show," said Dana Cox, 
WGTE vice president and general man- 
ager. 


Among the topics that have been pro- 


posed for the show are: "Can America 
Survive?," "Honesty," and "Freedom." 


The show will be offered to the public 


broadcasting television network 
free. 


PBS has more than 200 television sta- 
tions. A spokesman for PBS in New York 
said the network will study WGTE's pro- 
posal. 


ARCHBISHOP 
SHEEN . began

broadcasting career in 1930 with "The 
Sunday Catholic Hour" on the NBC radio 
network. In 1952, he started a 14-year 
television career that gained him numer- 
ous awards including an Emmy. During 
his peak, he was one of the top rated 
performers with his series, "Life is 
Worth yving."

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Recommendation made by village manager 
Village officials split over 
street maintenance plans 


by JOE FRANZ 


Buffalo Grove officials are split over a 


proposal calling for the village to control 
and maintain streets in all future con- 
dominium, townhouse and apartment 
complexes, 


The recommendation for control of the 


streets was made by Village Mgr. Daniel 
Larson and his staff. Maintaining the 
streets, they said, will make it more 
equitable for residents living in the com- 
plexes, as well as preventing problems 
for the village in the future. 


The plan commission was polled on the 


question Wednesday night and indicated 


opposition to the proposal. The vote was 
4-2 


THE VILLAGE board was polled on 


the matter Monday night and three 
trustees wanted to completely scrap dis- 
cussion on the proposal, while three fa- 
vored giving it further consideration. Vil- 
lage Pres Gary Armstrong was not pre- 
sent to break the tie. 


Trustee Clarice Rech said she opposes 


village acceptance of the streets because 
most of them are private and are not 
used by the village at large. Since that is 
the case, she said, tax money should not 
be used to maintain them. 


Cop suffers concussion; 
auto passenger charged

According to police, Lip- 
pert suffered a bruised cheekbone and 
jawbone, in addition to the concussion. 


Charged with aggravated battery and 


resisting a peace officer was Michael W. 
Knaack. 22, of 111 Deborah Ln., Wheel- 
Ing. Knaack was a passenger in a car 
driven by Peter E Pesche, 22, of 111 
Deborah Ln.. Wheeling, police said. 
Pesche was charged with failure to obey 
a stop sign and transportation of open 
liquor in a vehicle. 


According to police, Lippert stopped 


the car near the intersection of Dundee 
Road and Cambridge Drive for the al- 
leged stop sign violation.

Changes in billing snarl 
local utility accounts 


Residents In certain areas of Buffalo 


Grove who are confused about their last 
water and garbage bill are in good com- 
pany. Village officials said a recent 
change in billing procedure has created 
confusion among many homeowners. 


Richard Glueckert, finance director, 


said Thursday the confusion is because 
the village took over all garbage billing. 
Until April 1, the village billed only 
about half of the residents for refuse 
pickup and Buffalo Grove Disposal Co. 
bitted the remainder. 


According to Glueckert, the confusion 


arose after the April 15 water and gar- 
bage billing. At that time, residents who 
had never paid for garbage collection 
through 
the 
village 
received 
one 


bJU for both water and refuse. 


He said residents had been sent a let- 


ter prior to the changeover, but some 
apparently did not get it or discarded it 
without reading it, 


STILL MORE confusion resulted, Glue- 


ckert said, because the bill included wa- 
ter billing for February and March and 
garbage fees for April and May. The 
Mils, however, only stated that the bill 


was for February and March, Glueckert 
said. 


Consequently, many residents appar- 


ently thought they were being billed 
again for the February and March gar- 
bage collections, he said, when they were 
really being billed for Apnl and May. 


In an attempt to eliminate the con- 


fusion, Glueckert said future bills will 
designate the months for which both the 
water and garbage fees apply. The next 
billing will be made June 15 and will in- 
clude April and May water fees and June 
and July garbage collection costs. 


Glueckert said the reason for the dif- 


ference in billing periods is because resi- 
dents cannot be charged for water until 
the meters in their homes are read. 


He said billing for trash collection is 


done earlier because the village must 
pay its scavenger on the 10th of each 
month for services that month. Thus, the 
village paid Buffalo Grove Disposal on 
April 10 for service for the entire month. 


Although the village paid on April 10, 


residents were not billed for garbage un- 
til April 15 and had until May 5 to submit 
payment, he said. 


Larson, however, said it is unfair to 


require residents to maintain the streets 
when they are paying taxes for that pur- 
pose. In most cases, he said, the home- 
owners in the complexes pay for the 
streets three times. 


Residents pay for the streets when 


they buy their homes, through the 
monthly maintenance fees to the home- 
owners association and through taxes, he 
said. 


Trustee Edward Osmon said he op- 


poses the proposal because residents are 
aware of the situation when they pur- 
chase their homes and at that time in- 
dicate a willingness to maintain the 
streets. 


A REPORT PREPARED by the vil- 


lage staff shows that in every devel- 
opment, except one, the tax revenue gen- 
erated would be more than adequate to 
pay for street maintenance over a long 
period of time. The deficit in the one sub- 
division would be offset by a surplus of 
tax money in the others, the report said. 


Officials opposing the proposal said 


they fear the extra responsibility will 
cause a depletion of funds making it im- 
possible to properly maintain present vil- 
lage streets. 


Larson has suggested the village adopt 


his proposal soon, before new devel- 
opments are built and the village is 
faced with a lot of substandard private 
streets. 
« 


According to Larson, older villages in 


the area are now experiencing pressure 
from homeowners' associations that want 
the village to take over maintenance of 
the streets. Usually pressure comes, he 
said, after the streets have fallen into a 
severe state of disrepair. 


Once that happens, Larson said, the 


village has little choice but to assume 
maintenance. It would be better to act 
before that happens, he added. 


THE PROPOSAL, Larson said, does 


not suggest the village assume mainte- 
nance., of any private streets now in the 
village or any that have been approved. 
Those streets could be considered later, 
he said, after they are brought up to vil- 
lage standards. 


In most cases private streets are not 


as wide and do not have the.weight ca- 
pacity as streets dedicated to the village. 
Those streets have to be constructed in 
accordance with village ordinances. 


Joining Mrs. Rech and Osmon in oppo- 


sition to the proposal was Trustee Ran- 
dall Rathjen. Trustees Thomas Mahoney, 
Jerry Driscoll and James Shirley are not 
necessarily in favor of the suggestion, 
but are willing to give it further consid- 
eration. Those on the plan commission 
who oppose the move are Howard Men- 
denhall, Patrick Shields, Stanley Haarr 
and Larry Gamm. Stephen Goldspiel and 
Howard Keister favor village mainte- 
nance of all streets.

Patriotism 


20th-century realities have made it tough 


to pass on the simple virtues to students...

Teacher Bob Lyons remembers throwing a student out of 


an assembly four years ago because he wouldn't stand up for 
the National Anthem. 


Today a group of 10 to 15 Conant High School students 


always sit through the anthem and no one pays much atten- 
tion. 


Most adults can recall a classroom with an American flag 


and a portrait of the President hanging on the wall. They can 
remember being told the virtues of democracy and the mean- 
ing of patriotism. 


It isn't that way any more. 
LYONS, WHO now teaches history to sophomores at Hoff- 


man Estates High School, says the indoctrination method of 
teaching history and civics hasn't been used for years and 
that's lucky, now that Watergate and other stories of political 
corruption have almost taken over discussions of current 
events. 


Through the indoctrination method teachers tried to instill 


patriotism in students by telling them that American govern- 


ment is good, that government leaders are always honest and 
that "America is always right," says Lyons. 


The grade school and high school history teacher today has 


to be realistic. He has to cope with the questions from stu- 
dents who are turned off by government and he tries to get 
them interested again and involved in the electoral process. It 
isn't an easy task and some comments from students may tell 
why. 


"All my life people have been telling me how good the 


government is," says Guy Lewis, junior at Conant High 
School. He remembers being told the story of George 
Washington and the cherry tree and the story of 
Abraham Lincoln who walked miles to return a few pennies. 
But today Guy says, "I don't look up to the heads of govern- 
ment anymore." 


GUY'S CLASSMATE, Joe Buchheim, feels the same and 


doesn't want anything to do with politics. "I could think of a 
lot better things to do with my life. I'll just be one of the 
sheep and take it as it comes." 


Junior Tom Edstrom says, "you can't go very far in poli-

recently tapered off and eight pints are 
needed by June 1 to assure continued 
eligibility of the village in the North Sub- 
urban Blood Center's free blood replace- 
ment program. 


Sylvia Bogart, a member of the blood 


donor commission, said Thursday inter- 
ested residents can donate blood at sev- 
eral area hospitals at their convience. 
Residents Interested in making the dona- 
tion at Northwest Community Hospital 
should call 259-1000 for an appointment. 
Donations can foe made there on Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays from 8-11 
a.m. and 6-8:30 p.m. 


Readdente also can call the NSBC at 


498-9840 for an appointment. Anyone 
making donations should call the village 
at 537-8984 to inform officials of it. 


The blood program provides free blood 


replacement anywhere in the country for 
all village residents if 4 per cent of them 
donate one pint of blood each year. The 
village population requires that about 720 
pints be donated each year. 


IF THE VILLAGE falls short of its re- 


quirement, persons who donated and 
members'of their immediate families re- 
main eligible. They will receive as much 
blood as they need for as long as neces- 
sary. 


If the village falls short of its goal, 


however, the village at large will no 


longer foe eligible for free blood replace- 
ment. Mrs. Bogart said the shortage of 
donations is not yet critical, but more 
are needed. She said the NSBC probably 
would carry the village for a brief time in 
the event it falls short of the require- 
ment. 


Donors must be between 18 and 65 


years old and weigh at least 110 pounds. 
If for some reason a person is temporar- 
ily ineligible, he can sign a pledge card 
and donate at another time. 


The next village blood drive is sched- 


uled for July 20 at Buffalo Grove High 
School. A mobile blood unit will be at the 
school between 9 a.m. and 4 p.m.

School Dist 96 officials are the latest 


to nlr complaints about the 
Buffalo 


Grove Park District. Their complaints 
concern playgrounds adjoining Willow 
Grove and Twin Groves schools in the 
Lake County section of the village. 


According to an agreement between 


the park district and School Districts 96 
and 21, the park district owns and is re- 
sponsible for developing playgrounds in 
return for use of school facilities for park 
programs 


Dist 96 School Board Pres. Jim Dun- 


can said Thursday he does not feel the 
park district is keeping its end of the 
bargain. 


"THIS SCHOOL DISTRICT (96) is not 


happy with the park district," Duncan 
said. "It's not a health situation and I 
know our board is upset about it. We pro- 
vide school facilities which they utilize at 
no charge and we're not getting coopera- 
tion from them " 


Duncan said Dist. 96 officials are most 


upset with the condition of the play- 
ground at Willow Grove School, 777 
Checker Dr "It took better than a year 
just to get playground equipment at Wil- 
low Grove and we've been in there three 
years and that equipment is the only 
thing you can physically see." 


Dist. 96 Assistant Supt. Ronald War- 


wick, who is also acting principal of 
Twin Groves School, called the Willow 
Grove playground a "mudfield." Drain- 
age problems that make the playground 
unusable much of the time have existed 
since the school opened in 1971, he said. 


"They (the park district) haven't done 


anything to the land there to make it 
workable, nothing to stop the mudflow 
that runs down on the playground and 
the parking lots," Warwick said. "The 
drainage system is zero." 


WARWICK AND Willow Grove Princi- 


pal Kent Rich agreed that conducting 
physical education classes and recess on 
the lot behind the school is often difficult 
because of the mud. 


"If the kids go outside, they have to 


play in the mud," Warwick said. "Then 
they track it into the school. I'd like to 
send the park district our cleaning bill 
for the carpet." 


Warwick and Duncan said the school 


district has repeatedly asked the park 
district'to correct the drainage problems 
at Willow Grove. 


ALTHOUGH DUNCAN said school offi- 


cials have not approached the park dis- 
trict about the matter in the past year 
"because we're tired of asking," Rich 
told The Herald he met with Park Direc- 
tor Stan Crosland about three weeks ago. 


Rich said Crosland told him he would 


"see what he could do" about improving 
the drainage. Rich indicated that some 
work has been done. 


"The park district made some efforts 


to correct the situation — they thought 
the railroad ties might slow things down, 
but they haven't," he said. "I think 
they've tried to 'be cooperative Every- 
thing isn't perfect here, but everything 
isn't all bad either." 


Duncan said because of the problems 


at Willow Grove School, Dist. 96 had tried 
to purchase the entire site of Twin 
Groves School in order to develop its own 
playground without going through the 
park district 


"WE 
WANTED THE whole Twin 


Groves site," he said. "We asked the vil- 
lage for the five acres the park district 
owns now because of a total lack of coop- 
eration from them in the past " 


Duncan said school officials are ready 


to meet with the park district to outline 
plans for play areas there. "Hopefully, 
we're going to be able to sit down and 
get a definitive problem worked out 
timewise," he said, adding that he would 
like to see the grass areas made usable 
by next fall. 


"I'd like for them (the park district) to 


get started on both these things tomor- 
row — if not yesterday," Duncan contin- 
ued "It's becoming a very, very sore 
point and a source of aggravation not 
only to the board, but administrators, 
teachers and kids." 


Local chambers of commerce 
seek new roles in suburbs

The role of local chambers of com- 


merce, and the effect their role may play 
in the future of the suburbs, is apparent- 
ly heading for change. 


Chambers of commerce have traditio- 


nally confined then- scope of influence to 
helping out in local civic causes, aiding 
the local businessman and generally 
standing as a symbol of the business 
heart of a community. 


Now, however, that function may be 


sidelined as much by force as by choice. 
The suburban businessman says he, like 
the suburban homeowner, taxpayer and 
politician, is not having his voice heard 
in the decision-making processes that are 
shaping the area's future — and he may 
be about to do something about that. 


EARLIER THIS MONTH, representa- 


tives from area chambers voted to form 
an association to unite their groups to 
work toward common goals for business 
and industry in the area. Harry O'Brien, 
president of the group and the principal 
force behind the association's formation, 
has said the organization may be in- 
strumental in helping businessmen ac- 
quire some benefits for themselves as 
well as the communities they serve. 


"We can do so much more united," 


O'Brien, who is director of the Rolling 
Meadows Chamber of Commerce, has 
said of the group, 


And there is. it seems, a great deal to 


be done. 


According to a political researcher 


with the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, suburban business, along 
with every other aspect of suburban life, 
is coining up short as far as the shaping 
of its own destiny is concerned. 


LAWRENCE K. BRA1NARD, a politi- 


cal and legislative affairs researcher for 
the U.S. Chamber, on two separate occa- 
sions has urged suburban businessmen to 
begin taking the steps necessary to form 
the leadership and goals needed to guide 
the suburbs into a political force, 


"We don't know what we want," Brai- 


nard told members of the Rolling Mead- 
ows Chamber industrial division Thurs- 
day. If the suburbs had followed the pat- 
tern of the rural-and urban-dominated 
societies of the 1930s and 1960s, they 
would not be trapped now in the middle 
of a number of confusing political cir- 
cumstances, according to Brainard. 


The Regional Transportation Author- 


ity, approved March 19 but now caught 
in a quagmire of amendments and chal- 


lenges, is one example of the suburbs' 
vulnerability, Brainard has said. 


A LACK OF A confident, authoritative 


suburban voice in the formation of the 
RTA package has left the proposal a 
compromise child of the Chicago Demo- 
crats and downstate Illinois Republicans, 
he said. "RTA didn't represent the sub- 
urbs because the suburbs don't know 
what their transportation problems are," 
Brainard told the group.

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North Maine Fire Protection District 
Firemen fail to get pact, 
but may gain pay increases

Firefighters in the North Maine Fire 


Protection District have been unable to 
secure a contract from the district's 
board of trustees, but the firemen may 
get a pay raise this summer. 


The department's 13 full-time firemen, 


who serve unincorporated areas of Maine 
Township, Joined the International Assn. 
of Firefighters union last year. 


Despite the board's refusal to award 


the firemen a contract, trustees told fire- 
men at a meeting Monday they may al- 
low a pay increase, depending on new 
assessed valuation figures of property in 
the district. 


Residents in the district were assessed 


at $71 million last year and trustees said 
the pay hike could be awarded when the 
new yearly assessment figures are avail- 
able, probably in July. 


ALTHOUGH TRUSTEES were unable 


to say how much firemen might receive, 
Fire Chief Dale Moore said at the Mon- 
day meeting, that he was preparing a 
salary schedule that he would recom- 
mend to the board when the figures are 
in. 


North Maine firefighters received then- 


last pay raise, a 5.5 per cent hike, in 
March, 1973, which raised the top fire- 
men's salary to about $11,100 annually. 


Fire District Attorney Wilhelm Levan- 


der said the board refused to grant the 
contract because proposals discussed be- 
tween the board and IAF representative 
Michael Lass, were too "stringent." 


Schools drop 
pilot lunch 
program

The pilot lunch program in River 


Trails School Dist. 26 is finished. 


Supt. John Fridlund said Thursday the 


program of serving frozen lunches pur- 
chased from Mass Feeding Corp. of Elk 
Grove Village has ended and all schools 
in the district will receive lunches pre- 
pared by the district kitchen staff again 
Monday. 


Fridlund did not indicate the exact rea- 


son for terminating the pilot program, 
which began Monday at three schools 
and was to have continued at only one 
school until the end of the school year. 
However, the superintendent said Mass 
Feeding was consulted in the decision in 
what .appears to have been a mutual 
agreement. 


The program created a furor of protest 


among parents at the three schools 
where the project was started. Parents 
from Indian Grove, Park View and Eu- 
clid schools in Mount Prospect strongly 
opposed the program because they said 
the frozen meals were not as tasty and 
nutritious as district-prepared meals. 


LUNCH PERSONNEL at the schools 


also were indignant over the program be- 
cause they said oven facilities were not 
equipped to heat the frozen lunches. The 
employes also were miffed at not being 
consulted prior to the start of the pilot 
project. 


The employe discontent was most 


apparent at Indian Grove where the 
lunch room supervisor refused to serve 
the Mass Feeding lunches and several 
other part-time workers at the school 
also refused to work this week. 


In an apparent reaction to the con- 


troversy, Fridlund told the Dist. 26 Board 
of Education at its meeting Tuesday the 
pilot program was to be discontinued at 
Indian Grove and Park View as of today. 
The superintendent said the program 
was only to continue at Euclid through 
the end of the school year because "it is 
more suited there." 


The board left Fridlund the option to 


conduct the program as the adminis- 
tration deemed fit, including the right to 
cancel the project at any time before the 
end of the school year. Fridlund used 
this prerogative to announce the addition- 
al cancellation of the program at Euclid 
Thursday. 


FRIDLUND SAID Thursday the deri- 


sion to cancel the pilot program means

"The board felt that with such a small 


organization, the relationship between 
the men and the trustees was close and 
they really failed to see the need for a 
contract," said Levander. 


TRUSTEE GEORGE WELLEK said he 


was against the contract proposal partly 
because it called for binding third-party 
arbitration in grievance matters. 


Grievance matters are currently heard 


by the district's board of fire commis- 
sioner and third-party arbitration would 
take that authority away from them, said 
Wellek. 


In seeking the pact, firemen com- 


plained their wages were up to $3,500 
less than firefighters receive in depart- 
ments of surrounding municipalities. 


IN AN INTERVIEW Wednesday, Lass 


called the trustees' refusal on the con- 
tract "just absolute denial to enter con- 


tract negotiations just because of the fact 
they don't feel compelled to do so." 


"The board is only attempting to rein- 


force its unilateral attitude over policy 
matters," said Lass. He disagreed with 
the trustees' stance on arbitration saying 
arbitrators are selected on an "impartial 
basis" and called such mediation "an ob- 
jective approach" to grievance settle- 
ments. 


He also said the board has indicated to 


firefighters in meetings the district is in 
a very "tenuous situation" with regard 
to increasing annexations eating up dis- 
trict territory. 


To protect firemen's jobs in such a sit- 


uation, he said trustees should "make a 
minimum commitment for the protection 
of the men who have made a career in- 
vestment in the department. 


Bolek proposes 250% hike 
in liquor license fees 


Des Plaines officials are now review- 


ing plans to Mike liquor license fees in 
the city in an" effort to discourage new 
applications or changes in classification. 


Aid. Charles Bolek (3rd) has presented 


a proposal which would increase liquor li- 
cense fees 250 per cent for the first-year 
of operation. 


Bolek said the proposal, which would 


take the form of a new city ordinance, is 
designed to discourage new applicants or 
prevent persons who had one class li- 
cense from changing to a different class. 


Under the new rates, some first year 


licenses could go as high as $5,000 for an 
establishment serving cocktails and re- 
maining open until 4 a.m. Present liquor 
license fees are $2,000. 


BOLEK HAS HAD the proposal to hike 


the first year liquor license fees under 
study in his license and inspection com- 
mittee for some time. 


"We had considered making the first 


year rate five times the regular, but de- 
cided it might make too much of a hard- 


ship on the small operator who would 
want to go into business," Bolek ex- 
plained. 


The city council has voted to have City 


Atty. James Bouril prepare an ordinance 
setting the increased rates. 


During the discussion on the rates, Aid. 


Gerald Meyer (7th) asked if the move 
was aimed at discouraging further liquor 
license applications. 


"Yes, that is part of the reason," Bo- 


lek said, adding that it is also designed 
to provide the city with additional reve- 
nue. 


BOLEK'S COMMITTEE has received 


an increasing number of requests for 
new liquor licenses in recent months. 


The committee has also heard a num- 


ber of requests from present liquor li- 
cense holders seeking to upgrade the 
types of beverages they serve. 


Bolek said the new rates for first year 


operation may discourage persons who 
are not sincere in their intent to operate 
an establishment in the city. 


Young, Mikva to debate 
- but only three times 


U.S. Rep. Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, 


has accepted his congressional challe- 
nger's request for a series of campaign 
debates, but it appears the two will ap- 
pear only three times during the cam- 
paign. 


Young, in a letter to Abner J. Mikva, 


said that his congressional 
schedule 


would not allow him the opportunity to 
hold any more than three debates and 
that these meetings could not occur until 
after Labor Day. ' 


Mikva last week proposed a series of 


14 "town meeting" debates in each town 
in the 10th Congressional District begin- 
ning July 14. 


YOUNG TOLD MIKVA because of the 


congressional work load he expects dur- 
ing the months of July and August he 
does not expect to be able to begin the 
debates until after Labor Day. 


Young has stated that he does not plan 


to begin his intensive reelection bid until 
the end of the summer. 


Young stated that he believes that de- 


bates in Evanston, Glencoe and Des 
Plaines would enable residents of the dis- 
trict to hear both candidates. 


During the 1972 campaign, Mikva and 


Young had about 18 joint appearances. 
Young captured that hotly contested race 
by about 7,000 votes. 


MIKVA SAID Thursday that he was 


"sorry that the 12 other towns in the dis- 
trict have been left out and people who 
live there have been sloughed off." 


He added that he will remain flexible 


in scheduling the meetings. 


"I hope we will be able to schedule 


several more sessions," Mikva said, ad- 
ding that during his four years in Con- 
gress he could remember only one Sun- 
day session. In Mtkva's initial proposal 
for the debates he suggested Sundays as 
the most convenient time. 


Young had suggested that the candi- 


dates be allowed to question each other. 


Mikva said he would agree to such a 


suggestion, but added that he also 
thought it important to allow members of 
the news media and the general public to 
also ask questions during the debates. 


YOUNG ALSO HAS proposed the two 


candidates agree to discuss three or four 
different topics at each debate. 


Besides noting his congressional duties 


as a reason for agreeing to three de- 
bates, Young also cited public concern 
and criticism over excessive spending 
and excessively long campaigns as a 
partial reason for limiting his campaign. 


When he announced he would seek re- 


election last year, he said he would put 
his congressional duties ahead of the 
c a m p a i g n . Young delivered several 
speeches and held press conferences in 
recent months which he has labelled as 
part of his campaign.

20th-century realities 
to pass on the simple 


have made it tough 
virtues to students...

Teacher Bob Lyons remembers throwing a student out of 


a» assembly four years ago because he wouldn't stand up for 
the%ational Anthem. 


Today, a group of 10 to 15 Conant High School students 


always sH through the anthem and no one pays much atten- 
tion. 


Most adults can recall a classroom with an American flag 


and a portrait of the President hanging on the wall. They can 
remember being told the virtues of democracy and the mean- 
ing of patriotism. 


It isn't that way any more. 


LYONS, WHO now teaches history to sophomores at Hoff- 


man Estates High School, says the indoctrination method of 
teaching history and civics hasn't 'been used for years and 
that's lucky, now that Watergate and other stories of political 
corruption have almost taken over discussions of current 
events. 


Through the indoctrination method teachers tried to instill 


patriotism in students by telling them that American govern- 


ment is good, that government leaders are always honest and 
that "America is always right," says Lyons. 


The grade school and high school history teacher today has 


to be realistic. He has to cope with the questions from stu- 
dents who are turned off by government and he tries to get 
them interested again and involved in the electoral process. It 
isn't an easy task and some comments from students may tell 
why. 


"All my life people have been telling me how good the 


government is," says Guy Lewis, junior at Conant High 
School. He remembers being told the story of G e o r g e 
Washington and the cherry tree and the story of 
Abraham Lincoln who walked miles to return a few pennies. 
But today Guy says, "I don't look up to the heads of govern- 
ment any more." 


GUY'S CLASSMATE, Joe Buchheim, feels the same and 


doesn't want anything to do with politics. "I could think of a 
lot better things to do with my life. I'll just be one of the 
sheep and take it as it comes."

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Dint. 26 tvrapup 
Lunch personnel 
salary hike OKd 


The Dist. 26 Board of Education Tuesday night approved a 


new salary schedule for lunch staff personnel for 1974-75. 


The schedule calls for a six-step hourly pay scale rate with 


a starting rate of $2.50 per hour and an additional 10 cent per 
hour Increase for each additional year of experience. The top 
pay will be $3 per hour for a worker with six years experi- 
ence. 


The current pay schedule calls for a flat $2.50 per hour 


salary for all workers. The new scale represents a 4 per cent 
increase but next year workers will actually receive more 
than this because they will start at a salary commensurate 
with their years of service in the district. 


No new door locks 


A motion to authorize the expenditure of $968 to install new 


locks on the outside doors of district buildings was defeated 
by a 4-2 vote. Board members Sylvia Lurie and Michael Shey- 
ker were the only supporters of the motion. 


The recommendation to change existing locks on entrance 


doors at schools was made by the administration. Assistant 
Supt. James Retzlaff said it was proposed in accordance with 
a recommendation from a past facilities report on ways to 
better control who has access to school buildings. 


Retzlaff said at the present time he has no idea how many 


keys are in circulation for entranceways at schools. By 
changing the locks, Retzlaff said, he could maintain a list of 
who has been issued keys. 


The proposed lock system would have keys which can only 


be legally duplicated upon presentation of proper identi- 
fication, making it more difficult for unauthorized personnel 
to get keys, Retzlaff said. 


Board members Lloyd Demel and Leora Rosen questioned 


whether changing entrance locks was a valid means of stop- 
ping vandalism at the schools since most vandals usually 
enter schools through windows. 


Mrs. Lurie argued that changing the locks is a positive step 


which could provide at least some amount of preventive pro- 
tection against having unauthorized persons in the schools. 


Board members Ted Wallenberg and Frank Smith also 


voted to defeat the proposal. 


Milk bids tabled 


The board tabled action on accepting milk bids for next 


year to allow the district time to investigate if a savings can 
be realized from purchasing 2% milk instead of whole milk. 


Two companies submitted bids to supply milk next year. 


Low bidder was Hedlin's Milk with an offer of .086 cents per 
half pint for whole milk. The bid carried an escalator clause 
providing for an increase or decrease in the price depending 
on market price fluctuations. 


Hedlin's currently supplies milk for the district at a cost of 


.066 cents per half pint. The district receives a 4-cent reim- 
bursement per half-pint from the federal government as part 
of a national milk subsidy program. 


Business Manager Jean Meister told the board there is no 


way of knowing how much students will be charged for milk 
next year because the federal reimbursement subsidy amount 
has not been determined. 


$1,824 OKd for camp 


The board approved a forward-funding expenditure of $1,814 


as its share for the development of the Northwest Educational 
Cooperative's Sunrise Lake Camp. The camp is being devel- 
oped for use by low incidence special education students. 


Funding resolution supported 


The board voted to support a resolution asking the state 


legislature to fully fund the 1973-74 state aid formula. Gov. 
Daniel Walker is withholding $70 million from the amount 
budgeted by the General Assembly for state aid this year, 
forcing the elimination of the final monthly state aid payment 
to schools. 


Summer enrollment up 


Curriculum director Al Levin reported to the board that 


summer school enrollment is up 80 students over last year 
with 421 students registered. 


The board approved the summer school staffing plan call- 


ing for the hiring of 31 teachers, two aides, two secretaries 
and a director. The staffing plan for summer school includes 
provisions for transportation. 


Citizens9 group surveying 
building needs at schools 


A special citizens' committee studying 


building facilities in River Trails School 
Dist, 26 will conduct tours of each dis- 
trict school as part of its task. 


The committee of 12 residents will dis- 


cuss each of the district's six schools, 
excluding Elver Road in Des Plaines, at 
separate meetings throughout the sum- 
mer. Prior to each meeting, the com- 
mittee members will visit each school to 
get a firsthand look at possible building 
needs. 


The committee will meet at 7:30 p.m. 


June 5 at the administration building, 
1900 E. Kensington, Mount Prospect, to 
discuss Park View School. Committee 
members will visit the Mount Prospect 
school between now and the date of 
meeting.

Language classes planned 
Mothers to promote German heritage

In an attempt to keep the German lan- 


guage and culture alive, a mothers' 
group has banded together to organize a 
German language school that will be 
meeting for two hours on Fridays begin- 
ning this September. 


A meeting" for parents interested in 


signing their children up lor the school 
will be held at 8 p.m. June 6 at Imman- 
uel Lutheran School, Plum Grove Road 
and Lincoln Street, Palatine. 


The school is sponsored by the German 


American National Congress, a German 
club which has 46 chapters in the U.S. 
The congress also runs schools in several 
Midwestern states, including two in Chi- 
cago. This will be the first time that a 
school has 'been attempted in the North- 
west suburbs. 


MRS. EDELTRAUD DILLMANN, one 


of the organizers of the school and a 
member of the congress, said that 50 
parents 'have already indicated an inter- 
est in signing up their youngsters. She 
added that the group eventually hopes to 
have more than 100 students. 


The classes will be open to any young- 


ster in the Northwest suburbs 'between 
the ages of 4 and 14. Tuition will be 
around $50 per student per year, a slight 
discount for congress members. For 
each additional family member, a corre- 
sponding lower tuition fee will be 
charged. Specific details will be given 
out at the meeting. 


The money will be used to cover the 


cost of hiring teachers and rental of 
classroom facilities at Immanuel Luther- 
an, Mrs. Dillman said. She added that 


the school will be a not-for-profit organi- 
zation. 


At present, the group has lined up two 


instructors; one a teacher at Harper Col- 
lege and the other an instructor from one 
of the German language schools in Chi- 
cago. Mrs. Dillmann said that more 
teachers would be hired if enough stu- 
dents sign up. 


The congress is now negotiating to get

20th-century realities have made it tough 


to pass on the simple virtues to students...

Teacher Bob Lyons remembers throwing a student out of 


an assembly four years ago because he wouldn't stand up for 
the National Anthem. 


Today a group of 10 to 15 Conant High School students 


always sit through the anthem and no one pays much atten- 
tion. 


Most adults can recall a classroom with an American flag 


and a portrait of the President hanging on the wall. They can 
remember being told the virtues of democracy and the mean- 
ing of patriotism. 


It isn't that way any more. 


LYONS, WHO now teaches history to sophomores at Hoff- 


man Estates High School, says the indoctrination method of 
teaching history and civics hasn't been used for years and 
that's lucky, now that Watergate and other stories of political 
corruption have almost taken over discussions of current 
events. 


Through the indoctrination method teachers tried to instill 


patriotism in students by telling them that American govern- 


ment is good, that government leaders are always honest and 
that "America is always right," says Lyons. 


The grade school and high school history teacher today has 


to be realistic. He has to cope with the questions from stu- 
dents who are turned off by government and he tries to get 
them interested again and involved in the electoral process. It 
isn't an easy task and some comments from students may tell 
why. 


"All my life people have been telling me how good the 


government is," says Guy Lewis, junior at Conant High 
School. He remembers being told the story of G e o r g e 
Washington and the cherry tree and the story of 
Abraham Lincoln who walked miles to return a few pennies. 
But today Guy says, "I don't look up to the heads of govern- 
ment any more." 


GUY'S CLASSMATE, Joe Buchheim, feels the same and 


doesn't want anything to do with politics. "I could think of a 
lot better things to do with my life. I'll just be one of the 
sheep and take it as it comes." 


Junior Tom Edstrom says, "you can't go very far in poli-

Funds approved

If the suburbs had followed the pat- 
tern of the rural-and urban-dominated 
societies of the 1950s and 1960s, they 
would not be trapped now in the middle 
of a number of confusing political cir- 
cumstances, according to Brainard. 


The Regional Transportation Author- 


ity, approved March 19 but now caught 
in a quagmire of amendments and chal- 
lenges, is one example of the suburbs' 
vulnerability, Brainard has said. 


A LACK OF A confident, authoritative 


suburban voice in the formation of the 
RTA package has left the proposal a 
compromise child of the Chicago Demo- 
crats and downstate Illinois Republicans, 
he said. "RTA didn't represent the sub- 
urbs because the suburbs don't know

cal and legislative affairs researcher for 
the U.S. Chamber, on two separate occa- 
sions has urged suburban businessmen to 
begin taking the steps necessary to form 
the leadership and goals needed to guide 
the suburbs into a political force. 


"We don't know what we want," Brai-

If the suburbs had followed the pat- 
tern of the rural-and urban-dominated 
societies of the 1950s and 1960s, they 
would not be trapped now in the middle 
of a number of confusing political cir- 
cumstances, according to Brainard. 


The Regional Transportation Author- 


ity, approved March 19 but now caught 
in a quagmire of amendments and chal- 
lenges, is one example of the suburbs' 
vulnerability, Brainard has said. 


A LACK OF A confident, authoritative 


suburban voice in the formation of the 
RTA package has left the proposal a 
compromise child of the Chicago Demo- 
crats and downstate Illinois Republicans, 
he said. "RTA didn't represent the sub- 
urbs because the suburbs don't know 
what their transportation problems are," 
Brainard told the group. 


Another example is the system of state 


aid to school districts. Some years ago, 
legislators, in an attempt to cut down on 
the number of school districts in the 
state, devised a grant system which 
would benefit communities with a unified 
school district rather than dual districts 
which separately 
oversee 
elementary 


and high schools. 


In the suburbs, however, the unit sys- 


tem is not as easy to implement as it 
would be for smaller rural areas, and 
because of that the suburban dual dis- 
tricts are receiving about 38 per cent less 
state aid than the unit districts of down- 
state and Chicago, Brainard said. 


WHAT IS NEEDED, Brainard said, is 


a "suburban strategy," a focus which the 
suburbs can take to begin speaking for 
themselves and shaping decisions to in- 
clude ttoeir interests.

to pass on the simple virtues to students... 1

Teacher Bob Lyons remembers throwing a student out of 


an assembly four years ago because he wouldn't stand up for 
the National Anthem. 


Today a group of 10 to 15 Conant High School students 


always sit through the anthem and no one pays much atten- 
tion. 


Most adults can recall a classroom with an American flag 


and a portrait of the President hanging on the wall. They can 
remember being told the virtues of democracy and the mean- 
ing of patriotism. 


It isn't that way any more. 


LYONS, WHO now teaches history to sophomores at Hoff- 


man Estates High School, says the indoctrination method of 
teaching history and civics hasn't been used for years and 
that's lucky, now that Watergate and other stories of political 
corruption have almost taken over discussions of current 
events. 


Through the indoctrination method teachers tried to instill 


patriotism in students by telling them that American govern- 


ment is good, that government leaders are always honest and 
that "America is always right," says Lyons. 


The grade school and high school history teacher today has 


to be realistic. He has to cope with the questions from stu- 
dents who are turned off by government and he tries to get 
them interested again and involved in the electoral process. It 
isn't an easy task and some comments from students may tell 
why. 


"All my life people have been telling me how good the 


government is," says Guy Lewis, junior at Conant High 
School. He remembers being told the story of G e o r g e 
Washington and the cherry tree and the story of 
Abraham Lincoln who walked miles to return a few pennies. 
But today Guy says, "I don't look up to the heads of govern- 
ment any more."

The area, 
which is just west of MacArthur School, 
has been flooded since last fall and the 
waters have been deepened by recent 
heavy rains. 


THE PARK IS under development and 


work is still being done on a retention 
basin for nearby High Point Lake. Fire- 
fighters from Hoffman Estates, Sehaum- 
burg, Wheeling, Arlington Heights, Des 
Plaines, Mount Prospect, Palatine and 
Hanover Paifk searched the area. Scuba 
divers from Glendale Heights and Park 
Ridge stood by.

The role of local chambers of com- 


merce, and the effect their role may play 
in the future of the suburbs, is apparent- 
ly heading for change. 


Chambers of commerce have traditio- 


nally confined (heir scope of influence to 
helping out in local civic causes, aiding 
the local businessman and generally 
standing as a symbol of the business 
heart of a community. 


Now, however, that function may be 


sidelined as much by force as by choice. 
The suburban businessman says he, like 
the suburban homeowner, taxpayer and 
politician, is not having his voice heard 
in the decision-making processes that are 
shaping the area's future — and he may 
be about to'do something about that. 


EARLIER THIS MONTH, representa- 


tives, from area chambers voted to form 
an association to unite their groups to 
work toward common goals for business 
and industry in the area. Harry O'Brien, 
president of the group and the principal 
force behind the association's formation, 
has said the organization may be in- 
strumental in helping businessmen ac- 
quire some benefits for themselves as 
well as the communities they serve. 


"We can do so much more united," 


O'Brien, who is director of the Rolling 
Meadows Chamber of Commerce, has 
said of the group. 


And there is, it seems, a great deal to 


be done.

Lunch personnel salary hike approved 


The Dist. 26 Board of Education Tuesday night approved a 


new salary schedule for lunch staff personnel for 1974-75. 


The schedule calls for a six-step hourly pay scale rate with 


a starting rate of $2,50 per hour and an additional 10 cent per 
hour increase for each additional year of experience. The top 
pay will be S3 per hour for a worker with six years experi- 
ence. 


The current pay schedule calls for a flat $2.50 per hour 


salary for all workers. The new scale represents a 4 per cent 
increase but next year workers will actually receive more 
than this because they will start at a salary commensurate 
with their years of service in the district. 
No neiv door locks 


A motion to authorize the expenditure of $968 to install new 


locks on the outside doors of district buildings was defeated 
by a 4-2 vote. Board members Sylvia Lurie and Michael Shey- 
ker were the only supporters of the motion. 


The recommendation to change existing locks on entrance 


doors at schools was made by the administration. Assistant 
Supt. James Retzlaff said it was proposed in accordance with 
a recommendation from a past facilities report on ways to 
better control who has access to school buildings. 


Retzlaff said at the present time he has no idea how many 


keys are in circulation for entranceways at schools. By 
changing the locks, Retzlaff said, he could maintain a list of 
who has been issued keys. 


The proposed lock system would have keys which can only 


be legally duplicated upon presentation of proper identi- 
fication, making it more difficult for unauthorized personnel 
to get keys, Retzlaff said. 


Board members Lloyd Demel and Leora Rosen questioned 


whether changing entrance locks was a valid means of stop- 
ping vandalism at the schools since most vandals usually 
enter schools through windows. 


Mrs. Lurie argued that changing the locks is a positive step 


which could provide at least some amount of preventive pro- 
tection against having unauthorized persons in the schools. 


Board members Ted Wallenberg and Frank Smith also 


voted to defeat the proposal. 
Milk bids tabled 


The board tabled action on accepting milk bids for next 


year to allow the district time to investigate if a savings can 


be realized from purchasing 2% milk instead of whole milk. 


Two companies submitted bids to supply milk next year. 


Low bidder was Hedlln's Milk with an offer of ,086 cents per 
half pint for whole milk. The bid carried an escalator clause 
providing for an increase or decrease in the price depending 
on market price fluctuations. 


Hedlin's currently supplies milk for the district at a cost of 


.066 cents per half pint. The district receives a 4-cent reim- 
bursement per half-pint from the federal government as part 
of a national milk subsidy program. 


Business Manager Jean Meister told the board there is no 


way of knowing how much students will be charged for milk 
next year because the federal reimbursement subsidy amount 
has not been determined. 


[,814 OKd for camp 


The board approved a forward-funding expenditure of $1,814 


as its share for the development of the Northwest Educational 
Cooperative's Sunrise Lake Camp. The camp is being devel- 
oped for use by low incidence special education students. 


Funding resolution supported 


The board voted to support a resolution asking the state 


legislature to fully fund the 1973-74 state aid formula. Gov. 
Daniel Walker is withholding $70 million from the amount 
budgeted by the General Assembly for state aid this year, 
forcing the elimination of the final monthly state aid payment 
to schools. 


Summer enrollment up 


Curriculum director Al Levin-reported to the board that 


summer school enrollment is up 80 students over last year 
with 421 students registered. 


The board approved the summer school staffing plan call- 


ing for the hiring of 31 teachers, two aides, two secretaries 
and a director. The staffing plan for summer school includes 
provisions for transportation.

Citizens' group calls for 
second vote on flood plan 


A second flood control referendum, 


possibly In September, is being advo- 
cated by the chairman of the Citizens Ac- 
tion Committee Against Flooding. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier told a meet- 


ing of the committee Thursday night he 
will recommend modifying the $16.6 mil- 
lion flood control package so as to elimi- 
nate controversy over the use of Pioneer 
Park and reduce slightly the total cost of 
the bond issue. 


Last Saturday residents turned down 


the sale of general obligation bonds to 
pay for flood control by a 87 vote mar- 
gin, 2,332 to 2,399. 


By committing about $1,45 million in 


federal revenue sharing money and some 
$300,000 to $400,000 yearly in village utili- 


ty tax funds, it would be possible to re- 
duce the cost of the bond issue by sev- 
eral million dollars, Palmatier said. 


HE ALSO RECOMMENDED that Pio- 


neer Park be abandoned as the site for a 
flood control retention basin in favor of 
enlarging the existing Wilke-Kirchhoff 
reservoir. 


The modifications would, Palmatier 


said, reduce two sources of opposition to 
the flood control program. 


"It is fairly evident that the con- 


troversy over Pioneer Park hurt us. The 
Pioneer Park precinct voted against the 
referendum by a good margin," he said. 


"The other thing that hurt us was the 


price tag. I think more people probably 


Board debates funds 
for string music program 
string 


Music for Youth, a non-profit organiza- 


tion, faced another stall Thursday night 
as Arlington Heights School Dist. 25 
board members debated whether the dis- 
trict should reinstate all or part of a 
string instrument program for students. 


Representatives from the music organ- 


ization first made their plea to the school 
officials in March. Julius Miller, presi-

The organization was formed by par-

At the 
March meeting, board members wanted 
more time to decide. 


SVFT. DONALD V. STRONG, how- 


ever, did indicate that there were several 
options the district could consider, in- 
cluding those that would provide partial 
financial support. 


The district could provide limited 


funds for music activities conducted dur- 
ing the students' free time and not dur- 
ing school hours, Strong said. 


The extracurricular music activities in- 


clude workshop sessions, repertoire work 
and orchestra. Strong estimated that up 
to $3,000 could be allocated without in- 
curring hardship in budget spending. 
This would probably be equal to 250 to 
300 hours of Instruction, be said. 


Miller said that this particular option

June 10 deadline for appeal 


of ruling blocking housing 


The Metropolitan Housing Devel- 


opment Corp. has been given a June 10 
deadline for the first step in its effort to 
reverse a U.S. District Court order block- 
ing plans for low-and moderate-income 
housing near St. Viator High School. 


MHDC attorneys say they will meet 


the deadline for filing their written brief 
with the U.S. Court of Appeals where 
they are trying to win rezoning of 15 
acres of Viatorian land for 190 low-and 
moderate-income townhouse units. 


The nonprofit development corporation 


has accused the Village of Arlington 
Heights of racial discrimination in its 
1972 decision not to rezone the property. 


In February, however, U.S. District 


Court Judge Thomas R. McMillen upheld 
the village board's position after a six- 
day trial. 


If the June 10 deadline is successfully 


met, Village Atty. Jack Siegel then will 
have 30 days in which to file an answer. 


MHDC attorneys are then given an op- 


portunity for a last rebuttal, and some 
three months later oral arguments will 
be held before a three-judge panel. 


The legal timetable pushes the prob- 


able date of a decision in the case late 
into the year. 


MHDC's executive director, Salvatore 


Ferrera, has indicated that the case may 
be appealed to the U.S. Supreme Court if 
the appeals court fails to approve the 
housing project. 


Planners oppose apartment project 


The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion has recommended rejection of a 
three-unit apartment building on W. 
Campbell Street, between Mitchell Street 
and Highland Avenue. 


The apartment plans called for two 


one-bedroom units and one two-bedroom 
unit in a two-story building. The two-bed- 
room unit was designed to have an up- 
stairs with the bedrooms and the first 
floor would have the living room, kitchen 
and dining room. 


The plans, by William L. Kunkel of 


Des Plaines, met with opposition from 
local residents. 


A petition signed by 47 neighbors op- 


posing the project and its accompanying 
rezoning was presented to the plan com- 
mission. 


Many of the residents attended the 


hearing Wednesday and testified against 
the proposal. Maps and photographs of 
the area were submitted by the residents 
to support their argument that the apart- 
ment would not be in keeping with the 
character of the neighborhood. 


The exterior design of the apartment 


called for a modified French provincial 
architecture with a mansard roof. The 
driveway would have run along the side 
of the building to a rear parking lot with 
spaces for five cars.

Patriotism 


20th-century realities have made it tough 


to pass on the simple virtues to students...

Teacher Bob Lyons remembers throwing a student out of 


an assembly four years ago because he wouldn't stand up for 
the National Anthem. 


Today a group of 10 to 15 Conant High School students 


always sit through the anthem and no one pays much atten- 
tion:

Most adults can recall a classroom with an American flag 


and a portrait of the President hanging on the wall. They can 
remember being told the virtues of democracy and the mean- 
ing of patriotism. 


It isn't that way any more. 


LYONS, WHO now teaches history to sophomores at Hoff- 


man Estates High School, says the indoctrination method of 
teaching history and civics hasn't been used for years and 
that's lucky, now that Watergate and other stories of political 
corruption have almost taken over discussions of current 
events. 


Through the indoctrination method teachers tried to instill 


patriotism in students by telling them that American govern- 


ment is good, that government leaders are always honest and 
that "America is always right," says Lyons. 


The grade school and high school history teacher today has 


to be realistic. He has to cope with the questions from stu- 
dents who are turned off by government and he tries to get 
them interested again and involved in the electoral process. It 
isn't an easy task and some comments from students may tell 
why. 


"All my life people have been telling me how good the, 


government is," says Guy Lewis, junior at Conant High , 
School. He remembers being told the story of G e o r g e 
Washington and the cherry tree and the story of 
Abraham Lincoln who walked miles to return a few pennies. 
But today Guy says, "I don't look up to the heads of govern- 
ment any more." 


GUY'S CLASSMATE, Joe Buchheim, feels the same and 


doesn't want anything to do with politics. "I could think of a 
lot better things to do with my life. I'll just be one of the 
sheep and take it as it comes." 


Junior Tom Edstrom says, "you can't go very far in poli-

Harper College officials OK 
raises for administrators 


The Harper College Board of Frustees 


Thursday night set aside enough money 
for' an average of 7 to 9 per cent salary 
increases for the college administrators. 


By a 5-to-l vote, the board approved a 


proposal to set aside between $77,000 and 
$91,000 for salary increases for the col- 
lege's approximately 40 administrators. 
Board member Shirley Munson voted 
against the salary package. 


Proposals for raises for individual ad- 


ministrators will be determined by merit 
evaluation and presented to the board 
later. 


EARLIER IN THE DAY at the college 


the resignation of one of Harper's three 
vice-presidents was announced. 


Clarence Schaur, vice-president of aca- 


demic affairs, has resigned and will take 
over the presidency of Columbus Techni- 
cal College in Columbus, 0., on July 1. 
He will be replaced by Dean John Birk-

holtz, who will serve as interim vice- 
president beginning June 1. 


Schaur has been at Harper as vice- 


president since 1969. The college in Co- 
lumbus has about 4,200 full-time stu- 
dents, Schaur said. 


In other action last night, the board 


approved funds for salary increases for 
the college's clerical staff and teaching 
assistants. 
" RAISES FOR THE clerical staff will 
range from 5 to 10 per cent depending on 
merit evaluation. The board set aside be- 
tween $92.000 and $116,000 to be given for 
raises. In addition, the board approved 
up to $12,000 to be used for one-time mer- 
it bonuses for outstanding members of 
the clerical staff. 


Salaries for teaching assistants were 


raised by 9.2 per cent. In addition, up to 
$1,200 was set aside for one-time bonuses 
for outstanding assistants. 


The Harper College faculty recently 


settled on salary increases for the com- 
ing year. Raises include $1,000 across the 
board for faculty members and a 2.5 per 
cent increase, based on this year's sala- 
ry. 


Area chambers weigh future role in suburbs

The role of local chambers of com- 


merce, and the effect 'their role may play 
in the future of the suburbs, is apparent- 
ly heading for change. 


Chambers of commerce have traditio- 


nally confined their scope of influence to 
helping out in local civic causes, aiding 
the local businessman and generally 
standing as a symbol of the business 
heart of a community. 


Now, however, that function may be 


sidelined as much by force as by choice. 
The suburban businessman says he, like 
the suburban homeowner, taxpayer and 
politician, is not having his voice heard 
in the decision-making processes that are 
shaping the area's future — and he may 
be about to do something about that. 


EARLIER THIS MONTH, representa- 


tives from area chambers voted to form 
an association to unite their groups to 
work toward common goals for business 
and industry in the area. Harry O'Brien, 
president of the group and the principal 
force behind the association's formation, 
has said the' organization may be in- 
strumental in helping businessmen ac- 
quire some benefits for themselves as 
well as the communities they serve. 


"We can do so much more united," 


O'Brien, who is director of the Rolling 
Meadows Chamber of Commerce, has 
said of the group. 


And there is, it seems, a great deal to 


be done. 


According to a political researcher 


with the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, suburban business, along 
with every other aspect of suburban life, 
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is coming up short as far as the shaping 
of its own destiny is concerned. 


LAWRENCE K. BRAINARD, a politi- 


cal and legislative affairs researcher for 
the U.S. Chamber, on two separate occa- 
sions has urged suburban businessmen to 
begin taking the steps necessary to form 
the leadership and goals needed to guide 
the suburbs into a political force. 


"We don't know what we want," Brai- 


nard told members of the Rolling Mead- 
ows Chamber industrial division Thurs- 
day. If the suburbs had followed the pat- 
tern of the rural-and urban-dominated 
societies of the 1950s and 1960s, they 
would not be trapped now in the middle1 


of a number of confusing political cir- 
cumstances, according to Brainard. 


The Regional Transportation Author- 


ity, approved March 19 but now caught 
in a quagmire of amendments and chal- 
lenges, is one example of the suburbs' 
vulnerability, Brainard has said. 


A LACK OF A confident, authoritative 


suburban voice in the formation of the 
RTA package has left the proposal a 
compromise child of the Chicago Demo- 
crats and downstate Illinois Republicans, 
he said. "RTA didn't represent the sub- 
urbs because the suburbs don't know 
what their transportation problems are," 
Brainard told the group. 


Another example is the system of state 


aid to school districts. Some years ago, 


legislators, in an attempt to cut down on 
the number of school districts in the 
state, devised a grant system which 
would benefit communities with a unified 
school district rather than dual districts 
which separately oversee elementary 
and high schools. 


In the suburbs, however, the unit sys- 


tem is not as easy to implement as it 
would be for smaller rural areas, and 
because of that the suburban dual dis- 
tricts are receiving about 38 per cent less 
state aid than the unit districts of down- 
state and Chicago, Brainard said. 


WHAT IS NEEDED, Brainard said, is 


a "suburban strategy," a focus which the 
suburbs can take to begin speaking for 
themselves and shaping decisions to in- 
clude their interests. "Can industry and 
business have some input into devel- 
opment of a suburban strategy?" Brai- 
nard posed the question to the group 
Thursday, but its answer may take time 
to surface. 
.For the business community through 
chambers of commerce to become a di- 
recting force will mean changing old role 
concepts. According to their very by- 
laws, for example, the Rolling Meadows 
chamber was to be a 
"non-political" 


body. Now an effort is underway to 
change the by-laws to describe the or- 
ganization as a "non-partisan political" 
body. 
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
